New Kent Police chief faced with saving £23 million 


SENIOR ranks may be slashed from the 
Kent Police hierarchy as new Chief 
Constable Ian Learmonth searches for 
£23 million of savings. 

While staff and officer numbers were already 
expected to be reduced in an attempt to tackle the 
three-year deficit, Mr Learmonth is refusing to 
rule out removing some of the highest positions in 
the force as well. 

Last week his former colleagues at Norfolk 
Constabulary announced they were cutting the 
number of superintendents and chief superintend¬ 
ents in the county by five, and Mr Learmonth told 
KOS Media he was considering something similar. 

There are currently 24 Kent superintendents earn¬ 
ing between £60,750-74,022 per year, and 14 chief 
superintendents on between £72,543-76,680. The 
lowest ranked PC earns less than £23,000 per year. 

Mr Learmonth, who joined the force on Monday 
in his £150,000-a-year job, said: “It’s certainly an 
area I want to look at, but it’s not just about reduc¬ 
ing superintendent numbers, it’s about the span of 
command in general and the need for a structure 
that’s efficient and effective. 

“We’re going to have to look at the resources we’ve 
got, how we use them and if we can do things in a 
different way - adjusting senior officer numbers is 
certainly something we would need to consider. 

“But particularly at times like this the organisa¬ 
tion needs good effective leadership, so I wouldn’t 
want to streamline too much and risk causing 
more damage than good.”

Mr Learmonth, 52, from Ellingham in Norfolk, 
was Deputy Chief Constable of Norfolk 
Constabulary between August, 2007, and June this 
year. He beat three other candidates to earn the 
right to replace former chief Michael Fuller, who 
left Kent in March to take up a new position as 
chief inspector of the Crown Prosecution Service. 

But Mr Learmonth joins the force at a time of 
great uncertainty due to a planned shake-up of the 
policing system that would result in police author¬ 
ities - which chief constables are currently 
accountable to - being replaced by ‘commissioners’ 
elected by the public. 

Kent Police Authority chairwoman Ann Barnes, 
who has previously voiced fears about such indi¬ 
viduals being politically motivated, did not attend 
Mr Learmonth’s first press conference on 
Wednesday as she was busy discussing the contro¬ 
versial plans with Home Secretary Theresa May. 

Mr Learmonth said: “There is a degree of nervous¬ 
ness about the proposals, but that’s mostly because 
of the lack of detail we have received. 

“From what I’ve read so far, the relationship 
between a directly-elected individual and chief con¬ 
stable would be very similar, if not exactly the 
same, as it currently is between chief constable and 
police authority. But the idea is that if the public 
wants to get rid of this individual then they can 
vote them out. It appears they’re building that

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Carter’s rallying cry 
as quango is felled

KENT County Council leader 
Cllr Paul Carter has issued a ral¬ 
lying call aimed at forming a local 
body to drive forward regenera¬ 
tion and enterprise initiatives. 

The new organisation would replace the 
South East England Development Agency 
(Seeda), which is being abolished by the 
coalition Goverment. 

Last month, Chancellor George Osborne 
announced as part of his emergency Budget 
that all regional development agencies 
(RDAs) will be scrapped and replaced by 
local enterprise partnerships (LEPs). 

Cllr Carter, who has long opposed Seeda, 
has written to every district leader and chief 
executive in the county to ask them to help 
him form an LEP for Kent and Medway 

Artificial 

Other recipients of the letter include the 
Kent Economic Board, the Federation of 
Small Businesses, the Institute of Directors, 
the Homes and Communities Agency, and 
chambers of commerce. 

Cllr Carter wrote: “We have all argued for 
many years that the South East region is an 
artificial and inefficient construct, and that 
we can deliver more for less by working 
together as a family of local authorities and 
businesses that really understands the 
needs of the local economy The Government 
has indicated some of the activities under¬ 
taken by Seeda are likely to be led national¬ 
ly, while others will be scrapped altogether. 

“However, the current approach is non- 
prescriptive and I believe it is up to us - the 
local government family working with busi¬ 
ness - to design a local enterprise partner¬ 
ship around our priorities.” 


‘Undaunted’ Kerswell gets to work 


THE new group managing director of Kent 
County Council started her job this week. 

Katherine Kerswell - former chief execu¬ 
tive of Northamptonshire County Council - 
succeeds Peter Gilroy. 

She officially started her £197,000-a-year 
job on Monday and immediately addressed 
the financial restrictions imposed on the 
authority. “Life as we know it is changing 
rapidly,” she said. 

“The Government has announced big cuts 
for the whole of the public sector, and we’ve 
had the first taste of that with the £15 million 
reductions we’ve got to make this year. 

“We know some headline figures at the 
moment and think we are facing about 25 
per cent reductions over the next four years 
- that is an enormous challenge. 

“I have to say I’m not daunted, because I’d 
rather be with KCC than any other local 
authority at this time.” 

Before Northamptonshire, Mrs Kerswell 
was also chief executive of Solihull 
Metropolitan Borough Council in the West 
Midlands, and Redditch Borough Council in 
Worcestershire. She is currently a non-exec¬ 
utive director of the Department for 
Education, as well as the president of the 
Society of Local Authority Chief Executives 
and Senior Managers (Solace). 

Seeda - which was set up by the previous 
Labour government in 1999 - had known it 
was under threat, as current Prime Minister 
David Cameron spoke out against RDAs 
before he was elected. 

Business secretary Vince Cable and local 
government secretary Eric Pickles have now 
invited partnerships of councils and busi¬ 
nesses to submit outline LEP proposals by 
September 6, which prompted Cllr Carter to 
open discussions on the way forward. 

He said: “The risk for Kent is that we fail

to make our voice heard where it matters 
because our proposition is unclear or 
because we fail to articulate the nationally- 
important growth potential and regenera¬ 
tion challenges we have. 

“In the past, when money was easier, this 
didn’t matter. But it does now, and we owe it 
to our businesses and citizens to make a new 
local enterprise partnership work.”

system in to ensure whoever lands 
the role is still fully accountable.” 

Mr Learmonth began his career 
with Essex Police as a cadet in 1974, 
before joining the regular force in 
1976. He spent 28 years there before 
joining Strathclyde Police as assis¬ 


tant chief constable, where had 
responsibility for support services, 
roads policing, emergency planning 
and most major projects within oper¬ 
ational policing. 

Previously described by Mrs Barnes 
as a “copper’s copper”, Mr Learmonth 
has already been out on patrol in 


Kent and told KOS Media it was 
“vital” to have a good relationship 
with the officers who serve the force. 

He said: “I’m going to have to 
make some difficult decisions in the 
future so it’s important I know 
what the impact of those decisions 
will be.” 
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DNA catches 
rapist from 
1980s attack

A JUDGE has warned dangerous criminals 
they have nowhere to hide after a man who 
raped a young girl was jailed 24 years after 
the attack. 

The conviction followed advancements in 
DNA profiling where a one in a billion match 
was obtained to catch Paul Dyne, who was sen¬ 
tenced to eight years in prison. 

The 45-year-old, from Kingston Road, New 
Malden in Surrey, was arrested after Kent 
Police’s Cold Case Investigation Team 
re-examined samples taken after the sex 
attack in 1986. 

A tiny speck of body fluid found on the vic¬ 
tim’s clothing was enough to catch Dyne - who 
was 21 at the time of the attack - and at 
Maidstone Crown Court he pleaded guilty to 
the rape. 

On sentencing this week, Judge Philip 
Statman praised the cold case team. 

“Work of this kind means those who commit 
serious crimes in Kent have nowhere to hide,” 
he said. “This is valuable and important work.” 

Deborah Charles, prosecuting, said the 
woman, 18, had seen Dyne walking along 
College Road in Deal one February evening in 
1986 when she had gone to buy milk from the 
local shop. 

Miss Charles said: “She remembers seeing a 
tense looking man as she walked. She looked 
him right in the eye. 

“She was grabbed 
from behind and a 
gloved hand put on 
her mouth.” 

Dyne then told his 
victim he had a knife. 

Miss Charles said: 
“The victim feared the 
weapon. He dragged 
her to the ill-lit waste 
ground and made her 
kneel in front of him.” 

But she fell back¬ 
wards, unable to move 
with shock, and 6ft 
Dyne then tied a scarf over her eyes and bru¬ 
tally raped the 5ft 2ins teenager. 

Years later and major advances in science 
meant the tell-tale speck of semen could be 
analysed and Dyne, who was on the national 
database for an unrelated offence, was arrested. 

Dyne had been working at a shoe factory 
next to the waste ground in Deal and had been 
fined for two minor sex offences before in 
Kingston, Surrey. 

The victim said she had hoped to become 
a teacher, but Dyne had wrecked her 
self-confidence. 

She said: “I spent years on my own and had 
a long history of panic attacks. I was sick with 
fear if even the gasman came to my house. 

“I used to think I was contaminated as if I 
had the incident written on my forehead. He 
took the best years of my life. This incident has 
tainted my life.” 

After sentencing, the victim, who is now 
married, said she can hold her head high and 
move on. 

“The world is a safer place with people like 
Paul Dyne off the streets,” she said. 

Simon Ringrose, a South East complex case 
worker for the Crown Prosecution Service, said it 
was a particularly shocking crime. 

He said: “It is hard for a victim to move on 
without the closure of knowing someone has 
been punished for the crime.” 

Mr Ringrose added that the case not only 
highlighted advances in DNA technology, but 
showed how police do not stop working on 
such investigations. 

“The message here is police and the CPS 
don’t give up, so people who carry out crimes of 
this nature should always be looking over 
their shoulder,” he said. 

As well as eight years in prison, Dyne will be 
on the sex offenders’ register for life. 




Safety measures 
‘not good enough’ 

ORGANISERS of a powerboat race in which a 
man died after two boats collided in Dover har¬ 
bour have been criticised in a report that 
found safety risks were not properly assessed. 

The Marine Accident Investigation Branch 
ruled the August, 2009, Dover Regatta race 
had confusing rules and was run on a congest¬ 
ed course. 

It also stated the Royal Yachting Association 
allowed a large number of inexperienced com¬ 
petitors to take part. 

Alex Edmonds, 41, died in the crash, which 
happened when his powerboat lost control, 
turned sharply and slowed significantly. 

A powerboat following behind struck the 
side of Mr Edmonds’ boat, close to where he 
was sitting. 

The force of the impact tore off his helmet 
and he suffered severe injuries to his head and 
upper body. 

Mr Edmonds, who lived in Lower Stoke on 
the Isle of Grain, was a member of Allhallows 
Yacht Club near his home, where he was “Very 
well liked”.

BACKERS of the Ebbsfleet 
White Horse sculpture say the 
project is not under threat, 
despite its projected cost sky 
rocketing by up to £10 million. 

The 50-metre-tall structure - designed by 
Turner Prize-winning artist Mark 
Wallinger - won planning permission last 
April and is being part-funded by Eurostar, 
Land Securities, and London and 
Continental Railways (LCR). 

Original estimates put the total cost of 
the project at about £2m but that has now 
risen to £10m-12m. 

Despite the massive increase, an 
LCR spokesman said the backers were 
still confident of attracting extra funding 
for the sculpture. 

“The horse is not necessarily stuck in 
the starting blocks,” he said. “We have 
taken the whole thing forward. In order 
to secure planning permission we had to 
go into detail about how we were going 
to build the horse in terms of design, fab¬ 
rication, safety and making sure it does¬ 
n’t have a maintenance regime that ends 
up crippling it. 

Lasting 

“Because of that we now have a much 
more accurate assessment of how much 
it’s going to cost. 

“If we want it to be around for genera¬ 
tions then it’s going to cost something 
between £10m and £12m. 

“The early estimate was £lm-2m but it 
was difficult to ask how much it cost the 
people behind the other giant white 
horse, because there isn’t one. 

“We’re breaking new ground here. It’s 
a unique project.” 

Mr Wallinger fought off tough competi¬ 
tion from four other internationally 
acclaimed artists to win the Ebbsfleet 
Landmark Project funding back in 
February last year. 


Donation is ACE 

ROLLER-coaster fans from across the 
pond have put their hands in their pock¬ 
ets to boost Dreamland’s regeneration. 

The American Coaster Enthusiasts 
(ACE) group has given more than £3,000 
for the restoration of the Scenic Railway, 
which was hit by fire in 2008. 

The wooden roller-coaster is the oldest 
in the country and will be the centre¬ 
piece of plans to make the site into a her¬ 
itage theme park. 

The Dreamland Trust announced 
plans for the attraction in 2007. Work on 
the project, which will cost £12.5 million, 
is expected to start later this year. 


His horse will be 33 times larger than the 
Riviera Red racehorse he based the sculp¬ 
ture on, and will look out over the new 
Ebbsfleet Valley development. 

The original plan was for the project to be 
completed in time for the London 2012 
Olympics, but the LCR spokesman said the 
group would “not compromise on design” in 
order to rush things. 

He said: ‘We all operate in the same eco¬ 
nomic climate and we are certainly not out¬ 
side of that, but we have a lot of things 
going for us. 

“It’s a wonderfully unique project in a fan¬ 
tastic area and we still have a lot of momen¬ 
tum. The current economic environment 
doesn’t make it any easier to attract fund¬ 
ing, but the challenges are the same as they 
always have been and so are the positives. 

“The Olympics are around for a couple of 
weeks every four years but this horse will 
be around for generations, so we won’t com¬ 
promise on design and saddle anyone with 
undue maintenance costs.”

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Refuge horses to be slaughtered

OWNERS of a sanctuary caring for sick and 
abused horses fear a mass slaughter is immi¬ 
nent after formal eviction proceedings were 
started. 

Sara and Alan Ross, who run the Horse 
Refuge at Dobells Farm, near Tenterden, 
have been unable to raise the £600,000 need¬ 
ed to buy the property after it was put up for 
sale by their landlord. 

Despite efforts and support from celebrities 
including music mogul Simon Cowell, singer 
Leona Lewis and actress Jenny Seagrove, the 
couple now face eviction and 12 of the 50 
horses, who are too sick to travel, will be shot. 

Mrs Ross, who set up the refrige in 1995, 
said they are unable to buy the farm despite 
donations and pledges totalling £232,000. 

“Things are not good and the situation is 
getting much worse,” she said. 

“We have to keep trying, but I don’t know 
what more we can do. 

“We’re desperate for donations but I don’t 
think we can raise this money. 

“We need to find somewhere to go, but there 
are about 12 horses which can’t travel and 
would be slaughtered.” 

The couple had until April to raise the 
funds needed to buy the farm, but despite 
failing to reach the target they sat tight at the 
refuge, hoping a resolution would come. 


But this week Mrs Ross discovered the 
property had been bought and legal proceed¬ 
ings for formal eviction started. 

“I’m beginning to fear the worst - if we don’t 
find a solution these horses will die,” she said. 

The refuge is home to some of the biggest 
horses in Europe as well as one once belong¬ 
ing to Paul McCartneys late wife Linda. 

In the past two years, the number at the 


sanctuary has grown dramatically as the 
recession forced people to give up their hors¬ 
es, with animals being left tethered to the 
gate outside the refuge. 

Thirty other animals, including a parrot 
and a pig, also live at the farm.

Sporting champs 

AFTER months of training and competing, 
around 6,000 young people battled it out last 
week to be crowned 2010 champions of the 
Kent School Games. 

Youngsters from across the county represent¬ 
ed their primary, secondary and special schools 
in the largest school sports event in Europe. 

Sports included athletics, gymnastics, swim¬ 
ming, futsal, archery and trampolining. There 
were also demonstrations of cheerleading, 
cricket and rock climbing to encourage young 
people to try something different. 

Double Olympic gold medallist Dame Kelly 
Holmes, Paralympic champion Danny Crates, 
sports and Olympics minister Hugh Robertson 
and Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter all turned out to show their support. 

More than 30,000 young people aged four-16 
have taken part in 38 different sports, includ¬ 
ing disability sports, and there are now plans 
for the KCC-run Games to be used as a model 
for a national school sports event.

Attacks on ambulance 
crews on the increase

AMBULANCE crews tending to 
sick and injured people are being 
subjected to assaults and threats 
of violence on a weekly basis. 

Disturbing figures revealed 107 assaults 
were reported by staff in 2008-09 at South 
East Coast Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust 
(SECAmb), which covers 
Kent - around two a week - 
an increase on the previous 
year which saw 69 incidents. 

Nationwide there were 
2,705 assaults between 

2007- 09, prompting calls by 
unions for a zero tolerance 
policy where reported cases 
should lead to prosecution. 

Justin Bowden, GMB 
national officer for ambu¬ 
lance services, said the fig¬ 
ures were shocking and this behaviour by 
some people was unacceptable. 

“Every single day at least three ambulance 
workers nationwide are assaulted whilst 
doing their jobs,” he said. “Being attacked at 
work is not an occupational hazard for 
ambulance workers and the only way to con¬ 
front this issue is with zero tolerance.” 

Prosecutions in the South East region have 
more than doubled in two years, with 35 in 

2008- 09 compared with just 16 in 2007-08. 

A SECAmb spokesman said ambulance 

staff are encouraged to report all incidents of 
violence, threats of violence and verbal abuse 
and the Trust makes it clear it is not tolerat¬ 
ed as “part of the job”. 

He added: “SECAmb continues to support 
a number of campaigns to reduce violence 
against NHS staff, including the Your Choice 
of Treatment campaign launched in 2008. 

“The campaign’s posters are carried on a 
number of the Trust’s frontline vehicles and 
deliver a clear message that people who 
assault NHS staff will face prosecution and 
possible prison.” 


In May, two youths were arrested after 
reports of an assault on the crew of the air 
ambulance while they were tending to an 
injured baby in Sevenoaks. 

The offenders were allegedly seen hanging 
off the helicopter’s tail fin and when asked to 
stop they became verbally aggressive and 
one grabbed the pilot around the throat. 

The Kent Air Ambulance Service said the 
incident prevented them from transporting 
the injured child to hospital, who instead had 
to be taken by road. The arrested youths 
were bailed pending fur¬ 
ther inquiries. 

Five months earlier, two 
paramedics suffered minor 
injuries after a missile - 
believed to be a brick or 
stone - was thrown 
through the windscreen of 
their ambulance while 
attending a 999 call from 
Gravesend, where a mem¬ 
ber of the public was hav¬ 
ing breathing difficulties. 

Det Insp Neil Parker 
said the consequences 
could have been catastrophic. 

“Not only to the occupants, but to any pas¬ 
sengers or the person they were due to 
attend,” he added. 

Last year, SECAmb security management 
specialist David Dixon and Unison union 
representatives from the Trust visited ambu¬ 
lance stations in Kent. Awareness leaflets 
and posters were handed out to staff. 

Mr Dixon said they continually advise 
employees that they do not have to accept 
abuse from members of the public. 

“We are pleased to have achieved an 
increase in successful prosecutions,” he said. 

“It’s also encouraging that more staff are 
coming forward to report incidents and not 
accepting it as part of the job because they 
know how seriously we treat the issue.” 

He added: “We also want staff to know that 
there are alternative measures available to 
us such as private prosecutions, civil action 
and Asbos, which can be taken against those 
who threaten them.”

“The spiritual path can be a lonely one for 
some people, because their friends and fami¬ 


ly don’t always share their beliefs and under¬ 
standing in the same way. That’s a lot of 
what Mother Earth was about.” 

Even after moving on to become a 
fundraiser for a children’s hospice, Jackson 
felt the need to return to the spiritual field. 

“That job was great, but the call of some¬ 
thing more spiritually-orientated never 
really left me,” she said. “I knew I needed to 
find a way back, so I invested in some prop¬ 
erties a couple of years ago and went back 
to the work I really love. That’s how Juice 
came about.” 

Jackson’s interest in meditation began at 
the age of 27, when she felt in need of a 
relaxation technique following the death of 
her mother. 

After spotting an advert for meditation 
classes in an adult education centre, she dis¬ 
covered the benefits of this ancient practice. 

“Meditation has had almost more research 
done on it than any other activity. It has been 
proved to slow down and harmonise the 
brain pattern,” she said. “It’s a different way 
of relaxing. It’s not wakeful, normal con¬ 
sciousness, but it’s not sleep either. 

“Because it affects your brain pattern, it 
allows the whole body to rest in a way that 
sleep does not. It has been proved that 20 
minutes of good meditation is as beneficial 
as a good night’s sleep. It has a tremendous 
effect on your whole body, mentally, emotion¬ 
ally and physically.”

THE horrifying images of the 
destruction caused by four suicide 
bombers five years ago this week 
are seared in the public memory 
writes Marijke Cox. 

And for the families of the 52 people who died 
and the hundreds who survived, July 7,2005, 
will remain a part of their lives forever. 

Wednesday saw families of those killed in 
the terror attacks lay wreaths at the four bomb 
sites in London, and also at the Hyde Park 
memorial alongside Prime Minister David 
Cameron and London Mayor Boris Johnson. 

And many survivors returned to the places 
where they witnessed untold horrors after 
Islamic extremists Shehzad Tanweer, 22, 
Mohammed Sidique Khan, 30, and Jermaine 
Lindsay, 19, blew up tube trains at Aldgate, 
Edgware Road, and between King’s Cross and 
Russell Square. The fourth bomber, Hasib 
Hussain, 18, set off his device on a number 30 
bus in Tavistock Square. 

In total 56 people - including the four 
bombers - died and some 770 were injured. 

But while many felt if necessary to go back, 
others made the choice to keep away. 

“I’m not going to London, I’m going to do 
something nice to take my mind away from 
it,” said Beverli Rhodes, from Kennington in 
Ashford. 

“The fifth anniversary marks a major 


change for me. I need to move on and concen¬ 
trate on the positive things in life.” 

The 49-year-old was caught up in the 
attacks while travelling to work on the tube 
train blown up near King’s Cross station. 

She was about to get off the train when she 
was thrown forward into a pole and knocked 
unconscious as the bomb went off. As well as 
injuries to her chest and leg, the grandmoth- 
er-of-two suffered severe facial injuries and 
had to undergo major surgery to rebuild her 
face. She has also suffered post-traumatic 
stress disorder since the attacks. 

Enormity 

“When I woke in the train we were in dark¬ 
ness and there was smoke everywhere and a 
sticky burning sensation. No-one knew what 
was happening, but messages being passed 
down the carriages suggested there was a fire 
at King’s Cross,” she said. 

“We were down there for about 40 minutes 
not knowing what was happening, but the 
brain does funny things and I seemed to be 
lulled into a false sense of security.” 

Following the attack, however, the enormi¬ 
ty of what had happened hit her with full 
force and she suffered post-traumatic stress 
disorder. 

“I have horrific nightmares of being down 
there again. Unfortunately, there’s no pill for 


this and it gets to a point where you are 
afraid to sleep,” she said. 

Mrs Rhodes - who ironically worked for 
security consultants Capita Symonds as an 
expert on anti-terrorism strategies - set up 
the Survivors Coalition Foundation to bring 
together victims of terror attacks. 

She has also campaigned against the deci¬ 
sion not to allow survivors to make represen¬ 
tations at victims’ inquests or the public 
inquiry due to be held later this year. 

But Mrs Rhodes is intent on a positive 
future as an artist, using her work for the 
healing process. 

Another Kent victim was 28-year-old Philip 
Russell, from East Peckham in Tonbridge, 
who died following the explosion on the num¬ 
ber 30 bus at Tavistock Square. 

His parents Grahame and Veronica attend¬ 
ed memorial ceremonies on Wednesday to 
pay tribute to their son and the others who 
died with him. 

Since his death his parents have set up a 
scholarship fund in his name at Kingston 
University where Philip spent four years. 

His father said: “Philip’s death is a tragedy 
from which the family will never recover, but 
to have been given the ability to create a 
memorial that will further the education of 
some while benefiting those less fortunate is, 
in itself, a fitting tribute to his name.”

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jellyfish off Kent’s shores. 

They may have no brains, bones, eyes or 
heart, but if enough of them are able to blind¬ 
ly land a blow, a swimmer would certainly 
feel the sting in the tail. 

Now marine biologists are calling on 
users of the Kent coast to keep a look out for 
jellyfish and report any sightings. 

It is part of a national survey so the experts 
can see where the really nasty ones are. 

Peter Richardson, biodiversity programme 

manager at the Marine Conservation Society 
(MCS), said: ‘We have received sightings of 50 
or more moon jellyfish off Viking Bay, which 
is actually fairly normal in that part of the 
world for this time of the year. There might 
be more out there and we would love to hear 
from your readers of any other sightings.” 

Gatherings of jellyfish are known as 
blooms, and as the seas warm more will 
appear, so if you are out swimming be aware 
they could be around, Mr Richardson said. 

jellyfish survey and report encounters. But 
the key message is look, don’t touch.” 

The aim of the Jellyfish Survey is to 
understand more about where and when 
jellyfish occur around the UK. 

It’s part of a wider MCS programme to 
discover more about leatherback turtles 
who migrate thousands of miles to UK 
waters to feed on their favourite jellyfish 
prey each summer. 

By mapping the jellyfish, MCS hopes to 
understand more about the leatherback 

world jellyfish numbers appear to be 
increasing, and scientists have linked these 
increases to factors such as pollution, over¬ 
fishing and possibly climate change. 

We should consider jellyfish populations 
as important indicators of the state of our 
seas, and the MCS jellyfish survey helps 
provides some of the information we need to 
understand them more.”

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Downturn leaves 

our old building s 
at risk of collap se 


HISTORIC buildings at risk of 
crumbling beyond repair are suffer¬ 
ing further from the global econom¬ 
ic downturn, says English Heritage. 

The charity published its annual Heritage 
at Risk register this week, revealing that 101 
castles, monuments and other listed build¬ 
ings in Kent face the very real possibility of 
falling apart due to a lack of investment. 

But it’s not all bad news for the county as 
two previously at-risk structures - the 
Montreal Park Obelisk in Sevenoaks and the 
bam at Westenhanger Castle, near Hythe - 
have both been removed from the register. 

Dr Andy Brown, English Heritage’s region¬ 
al director in the South East, spoke about the 
impact of the global recession on repairing 
neglected or decaying sites. 

He said: “We have been monitoring the 
buildings for 10 years and what is telling is 
that for the first time we have not been able 
to make very much progress on the register. 

“Some of these repair projects have not been 
able to get off the ground, mostly because the 
recession means people are reluctant to put 
money in and are worried about what is over 
the horizon. But if people put off the low-key 
maintenance such as keeping the gutters 
clear and roof tiles straight to save money, it is 
such a false economy and you can end up with 
expensive projects.”

The contents of this year’s Heritage at Risk 
register were announced on Wednesday at 
the Grade-I listed Hadlow Tower, near 
Tonbridge, which suffered extensive damage 
in the great storm of 1987. 

While the 19th century structure has been 
included on the register since its inception in 
1999, plans are now well under way to bring 
it back into use as a holiday property. 

The group in charge of the development - 
the Vivat Trust - has already secured fund¬ 
ing from a range of charitable organisations, 
but more is needed before the restoration 
work can begin. 

Testament 

Meanwhile, the Heritage at Risk initiative 
also includes a sample survey of the 2,254 
places of worship in the South East, which 
concludes that about 86 per cent are in either 
good or fair condition. 

And two such Kent churches - St Giles in 
Shipboume, near Tonbridge, and St Michael 
and St Bishoy Coptic Orthodox in Margate - 
have been highlighted as exemplary case 
studies in terms of illustrating the range of 
activities church buildings can provide. 

Dr Brown said: “The fact 86 per cent of 
places of worship are in at least fair condition 
is a huge testament to the hard work of their

congregations. Many of these buildings are 
among the region’s greatest architectural 
treasures, serving diverse communities and 
faith groups. 

By undertaking this survey we have uncov¬ 
ered truly inspiring stories of how people 
have turned under-utilised places of worship 
into dynamic centres of local life. 

“But we are also aware many other places 
of worship face very uncertain futures. 
Ultimately we will add the most vulnerable 
to our Heritage at Risk register, making it 
easier for congregations to get help from her¬ 
itage organisations, local authorities and the 
community.”

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Arresting level of 
veterans’ distress 

TRAUMATISED military veterans are the 
focus of a national campaign aimed at stop¬ 
ping thousands of former soldiers being arrest¬ 
ed each month. 

It follows a 12-week pilot by Kent Police and 
the Soldiers, Sailors, Airmen and Families 
Association (SSAFA) Forces Help which 
looked at how many ex-service personnel were 
entering the criminal justice system. 

The findings showed that in the three 
months from April and June, 232 former and 
current servicemen and women were arrested 
in the county - an average of four a day - with 
a third for violent crime. 

The majority were men aged between 18 and 
29, with almost half unemployed. Projected 
nationwide, the figures suggest thousands are 
getting into trouble with the law every month. 

Assessment 

Recommendations put forward this week by 
the Justice Unions Parliamentary Group 
(JUPG) include all service personnel being 
given access to psychological assessments, 
plus advice on welfare, employment and hous¬ 
ing before leaving the forces. 

Neil Payne, divisional secretary at SSAFA, 
who sat on the JUPG committee, said the 
traumas of war and readjusting to civilian life 
were to blame for the high number of military 
offenders, thought to make up eight per cent of 
the prison and probation population. 

He said: “We need to raise awareness of the 
help available. Many are suffering but don’t 
know where to get support.” 

The pilot saw Kent Police adapting the cus¬ 
tody computer system to ask detainees if they 
had served in the forces. Constabularies across 
the country are now adopting the scheme.

More Blood Runners is a 
matter of life and death 



A CHARITY relied upon by 
hospitals to provide emer¬ 
gency blood supplies to 
patients throughout the 
night has sent out its own cry 
for help. 

The Kent branch of SERV (Service by 
Emergency Rider Volunteers) - also 
known as the Blood Runners - has 
about 60 volunteers who regularly help 
save lives by delivering blood from 
London to A&E departments at short 
notice. But if the group wants to work 
during the day at weekends - as hospi¬ 
tals have requested - it is going to need 
more helpers to come forward. 

Accidents 

Tim Kidd, chief co-ordinator for 
SERV Kent, said: “It’s always good to 
have more volunteers. We only do a 
night service [between 7pm and 6am, 
seven days a week], but would like to 
extend that to Saturday and Sunday 
daytime because that’s what the hospi¬ 
tals want from us. We can only do that 
if we have enough people and at the 
moment we do not.” 

The national SERV organisation was 
founded in 1981 when it became evi¬ 
dent the NHS was wasting money on 
courier services and taxis to do the 
same job, or taking police cars and 
ambulances off the road.

later, and last year its volunteers - the 
majority of whom ride motorbikes - 
attended 554 call-outs. 

“Most of our helpers do it to give 
something back,” said Mr Kidd. “Some 
have had nasty accidents and benefited 
from our service, while others have rel¬ 
atives who needed blood due to prob¬ 
lems during pregnancy. 

“We’re a friendly and proactive 
organisation and we all get satisfaction 
from doing something that could save 
someone. Our volunteers know what 
we do could literally be the difference 
between life and death.” 

Before last year, the Blood Runners 
mainly operated in the west of the 
county, but now the majority of hospi¬ 
tals in Kent benefit from the service. 

Most of the supplies picked up come 
from a blood bank in Tooting, south 
London, which is relayed to the edge of 
the city for collection. 

Mr Kidd said: ‘We don’t need tonnes 
of money because we’re all volunteers 
and therefore don’t pay fuel expenses 
or anything like that. 

“However, we always welcome dona¬ 
tions because we need to pay for things 
like maintaining the bikes.”

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Potholes 
estimate 
doubles 
to £6.5m

THE final repair bill for the 
county’s pothole-ridden roads is 
expected to top £6.5 million - 
nearly double the last estimate 
for the work. 

The county council-run ‘find and fix’ 
scheme has been running since the middle 
of April, and since that time an area the size 
of 46 Olympic-size swimming pools has 
been relaid. 

The authority has already set aside 
£3.4m to repair the damage caused by last 
winter’s cold snap, but the cash is expected 
to fall short of what is actually needed. 

Cabinet members will be asked to 
approve an additional £1.5m funding at 
their meeting on Monday, to add to the 
£1.5m already saved through efficiencies at 
Kent Highway Services. 

A report co-authored by cabinet member 
for highways Cllr Nick Chard reads: “The

As of June 22, Ashford had seen the most 
repairs with 1,801; and Dover the least 
with 226. In terms of total size of the pot¬ 
holes, Tunbridge Wells tops the patching 
area league table with 6,778 square metres 
from its 885 potholes. 

So far, a total of 57,000 square metres of 
road have been relaid across all 12 districts, 
excluding Medway, but it is estimated there 
is still another 170,000 square metres to go. 

The roads being targeted are all ‘non-prin¬ 
cipal’ roads - those which are not motor¬ 
ways, A-roads or B-roads, with local firms 
winning contracts to carry out the repairs. 

Motorways are the responsibility of the 
Highways Agency while A and B-roads are 
all being handled by county council contrac¬ 
tor Ringway. 

The cabinet report adds: “Kent Highway 
Services is planning to increase its pro¬ 
gramme for surface dressing rural roads 
over the coming two to three years, to be 
financed through reprioritisation of exist¬ 
ing capital maintenance spend. This will 
ensure the significant investment made 
through the find and fix programme is pro¬ 
tected over the coming years.”

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Merge forces 
to save cash, 
says ex-police 
union leader

AN INFLUENTIAL former Kent 
chief inspector has urged the 
coalition Government to save 
money by putting pressure on 
police forces to merge. 

Jan Berry, who spent 35 years at Kent 
Police between 1973-2008, is currently the 
Home Office’s ‘anti-red-tape tsar’ and says 
she thinks the number of constabularies in 
Britain could be halved. 

Her former employer already has a 
strong working partnership with Essex 
Police, but senior officers have on several 
occasions refuted suggestions that the two 
are planning to merge. 

Mrs Berry told reporters: “Forty-three 
(constabularies in Britain) is clearly unsus¬ 
tainable from a financial, and sometimes 
from an operational, perspective. 

“I would say somewhere around 20, or 
perhaps between 20 and 30, would provide 
far better cost savings. What the public 
don’t want is the back-up costs of 43 forces.” 

During her time in the county Mrs Berry 
also served as general secretary of the 
Inspectors’ Central Committee (between 
1997-2000), was chairman of the Kent Police 
Federation from 1981-93, and head of the 
national Police Federation from 2002-08. 

She is not the first person to encourage the 
merging of police forces, as last December a 
government White Paper put Kent and 
Essex forward as two possible partners. 

But a Kent Police spokesperson said at 
the time: “The two forces and authorities 
have a history of working together and 
created a more formal collaboration about 
two-and-a-half years ago. While some 
resources are shared - for example the use 
of the police helicopter and mounted police 
- the intention has always been to main¬ 
tain the distinct identity of each force.” 

Meanwhile, Kent Police Authority chair¬ 
woman Ann Barnes says police are setting 
a good example to other public bodies when 
it comes to dealing with the severe financial 
cuts imposed upon them. 

That was the message given to colleagues 
at last week’s national policing conference, 


CAMERAS used by Kent Police to 
record motorists’ movements are to be 
more tightly regulated. 

The Automatic Number Plate Recognition 
technology - launched nationally in 2006 - is 
used to detect criminal activity ranging from 
motorists with no insurance to stolen cars. 

In Kent it records the movements of one mil¬ 
lion cars a day, using 200 hidden cameras in 
undisclosed locations. 

However, Home Secretary Theresa May 
says she wants more accountability and safe¬ 
guards in the use of the database. 

Privacy campaigners say the restrictions are 
long overdue as photographs taken by the 
cameras sometimes include images of the 
driver and any passengers. 


which was attended by some of the most 
senior ranking officers in the country. 

Kent Police has to identify almost £24 
million of savings over the next three years 
but is confident the cuts will not have an 
impact on frontline services. 

Mrs Barnes said after the conference: 
“Everyone knows on the back of the Budget 
announcement there are going to be mas¬ 
sive cuts in public sector spending. 


“Authorities around the country face a 
challenge, but I have been struck by the 
leadership of the police service in response 
to the coalition Government’s focus on the 
budget deficit. 

“The ‘can do’ culture of the police service 
is sometimes dismissed rather sniffify by 
commentators and academics, but now is 
the opportunity for this great public service 
to show what ‘can do’ really does mean.” 

Mrs Barnes was one of several keynote 
speakers at the Manchester conference, 
which was also attended by the Home 
Secretary Theresa May. 

Other topics included in her speech were 
ensuring value for money for the taxpayer, 
and her opposition to plans to replace police 
authorities with commissioners elected by 
the public. 

She said: “I doubt if anyone at the confer¬ 
ence underestimates the challenges ahead. 

“There are unquestionably some funda¬ 
mental issues that need to be addressed at 
a local and national level such as what will 
be the size, shape and composition of our 
workforce, and the implications of this on 
policing. We need to find a way to balance 
the books and at the same time provide the 
best possible policing service.” 




Crimestoppers record 100,000th arrest 


A CRIME-fighting hotline that relies 
on anonymous tip-offs from the pub¬ 
lic has secured its 100,000th arrest. 

Set up in 1988 by business tycoon 
Lord Ashcroft, Crimestoppers - 
which has a branch in the village of 
Lympne, near Hythe - has become a 
vital police resource in clearing the 
streets of criminals. 

The charity secured its landmark 
arrest last week, with about 3,000 of 
the 100,000 total having been made 
in the county. 

Kent’s Deputy Chief Constable 
Gary Beautridge said: “Crimes¬ 


toppers has been a huge success both 
nationally, regionally and locally. 

“The figures speak for themselves, 
with criminal arrests running to 
100,000 and property recovery run¬ 
ning into millions of pounds.” 

The charity has helped police 
charge 887 people with murder or 
attempted murder, seize more than 
£189 million of drugs, and recover 
more than £112m of other goods. 

Southern Crimestoppers was 
launched in 1995 to cover Kent, 
Sussex, Hampshire and the Isle of 
Wight, but now each county works 


independently under a central office 
in Morden, south London. 

Lord Ashcroft, who remains the 
charity’s chairman, said: “Anonymity 
for those providing information to 
the police has been the key to our 
success. I am immensely proud of 
what Crimestoppers has achieved.”

A COLONY of rare bee orchids has been destroyed by 
people who keep setting up illegal camps and bonfires 
on a protected wildlife area, writes Chris Murphy. 

Conservationists are angry people appear to keep targeting the 
\ area around Sugarloaf Hill and Holywell, which forms part of the 
Folkestone Downs. It is one of Europe’s most treasured wildlife 
areas and is protected by law. 

Anyone found damaging the land faces fines of up to £20,000, and 
now the police are stepping up 
patrols in an attempt to find who is 
setting the fires. 

Philip Green is the project officer 
for the White Cliffs Countryside 
Partnership that looks after the area. 

He said the problem had been going 
on for quite a while, and a new fire 
was found in recent weeks. It was at 
the bottom of Sugarloaf Hill, on what 
had been a colony of bee orchids. 

Mr Green said not only were the 
orchids destroyed, but embers in 
the fire were still hot, which created 
a huge fire risk and a danger to 
children, walkers and their dogs. 

The hills and fields around 
Sugarloaf and Castle Hill are partic¬ 
ularly important for their orchid-rich 
chalk grassland. One of the orchids 
growing there, the late spider orchid, 
is one of Britain rarest plants.

is working with Kent Police to catch 
and prosecute illegal campers, and 
Mr Green is appealing for the pub¬ 
lic’s help in finding those responsible. 

Oblivious 

He told KoS: “We don’t believe 
these teenagers are out to destroy 
the orchids, but some of them keep 
coming back time and again ignor¬ 
ing the warnings that they could be 
prosecuted. 

“I am now taking pictures of these 
people and handing them to police 
to follow up and I understand action 


could be taken. The fines can be large. 

“As we understand it, they come 
along, set up tents and spend the 
night there drinking sitting around 
a camp fire. It may sound like fun, 
but they are usually underage and 
are destroying protected wildlife. 

“Some may be oblivious of the 
damage caused, but many come 
back over and over, and are not wor¬ 
ried about the damage. 

“They are just out for a good 
time, and don’t care about the dev¬ 
astation to the wildlife and envi¬ 
ronment they cause.” 


Disabled being helped back into work 


A PIONEERING project co-led by 
people with learning disabilities has 
been launched to help the county’s 
disabled get into the workplace. 

The strategy, which includes a 
new DVD created by people with 
disabilities, looks to support those 
who may have in the past been over¬ 
looked by employers. 

Officials at County Hall hope the 
project will help alleviate pressure 
on the welfare system, while giving 
disabled people the chance to have as 
the same chances as everyone else. 

Cllr Graham Gibbens, cabinet 
member for adult social care at 
Kent County Council, said people 


with learning difficulties need this 
support. 

“It is so much better for them to come 
off benefits and get into the workplace, 
and over the last four or five years soci¬ 
ety has been supportive in trying to 
make this happen,” he said. 

“People with learning disabilities 
should not be subjected to a life on 
benefits. They should be given equal 
life chances to show off their talents.” 

The DVD, commissioned by the 
Jobs Action Group and made with 
support from Kent Supported 
Employment and the Skillnet Group, 
forms part of a draft strategy to 
enhance the lives of disabled people. 


The plan will be presented to the 
Kent Partnership Board in 
September to gain full approval. 

Cllr Gibbens said: “The future is 
looking positive and more people will 
get into work with this support. 

“The DVD demonstrates what there 
is to help people in the county, while 
showing the potential to employers. 

“A lot of this is about making 
employers aware of the benefits of 
taking on people with learning dis¬ 
abilities, not only on them but on 
society. It is quite clear from firms that 
already employ people with learning 
disabilities that there are no con¬ 
straints and there is real talent there.”

Look again at maternity 
unit move, says minister 


A CROSS-party group of 
MPs is on the hunt for new 
members to support Boris 
Johnson’s controversial plan 
for an airport in the Thames 
Estuary. 

Despite almost universal opposi¬ 
tion to the £40 billion ‘Boris Island’ 
scheme - which the Mayor of London 
believes would reduce the pressure 
on Heathrow - more than 20 have 
already given their backing to it. 

The All-Party Thames Estuary 
Airport Parliamentary Group was 
formed in January last year, but has 
since launched a recruitment drive 
following the election of 226 new 
MPs in May. 

Among those invited to join by 
chairman Bernard Jenkin was his 
Toiy colleague and new Sittingboume 
and Sheppey representative Gordon 
Henderson, who rejected the invite. 

He said: “I sent an email back and 
told him I was opposed to the mere 
suggestion of an airport in the estu¬ 
ary, and that he could take that as an 
indication that I would not be joining 
his group. This proposal has been

going on for so long now, as far back 
as when they wanted to build an air¬ 
port on Maplin Sands (in the early 
1970s). It’s less a matter of flogging a 
dead horse and more of flogging a 
dead dinosaur. There’s less going for 
such a proposal now than there ever 
has been, so I’ve no idea why they’ve 
decided to resurrect the matter.” 

Mr Johnson originally put the 
Thames Estuary idea forward as an 
alternative to the third runway 
scheme at Heathrow, which was 
approved by the previous Labour 
government, but has since been 
scrapped by the Con-Lib coalition. 

Significant 

The Mayor says his proposal - 
which would be connected to the new 
High Speed 1 rail service - could be 
built within 10 years and financed by 
oil-rich countries in the Gulf. 

His plans have also won the back¬ 
ing of world-renowned engineer 
Douglas Oakervee, who mastermind¬ 
ed a similar project in Hong Kong. 

But the scheme has attracted wide-

spread criticism from the start, and 
last January a feasibility study con¬ 
ducted by Medway Council planning 
officers concluded that such an air¬ 
port would be too far from London, 
too near a major liquid natural gas 
port and would cause significant 
harm to the Kent landscape. 

The report also pointed out that 
Kent International Airport at 
Manston already has one of the 
longest runways in Europe and could 
be connected to the existing high¬ 
speed rail service at a fraction of 
what it would cost with Boris Island. 

Meanwhile, Medway Council 
leader Cllr Rodney Chambers is also 
on a recruitment drive among new 
MPs, albeit for supporters for his 
anti-Boris Island campaign. 

He said: “Now we’ve had a general 
election and there are a number of 
new Members of Parliament, it is a 
good opportunity to seek even more 
support than we already have in our 
campaign.” 


NEW health secretary Andrew 
Lansley has ordered a fresh look at 
plans to downgrade Maidstone’s 
maternity unit. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust has clashed with cam¬ 
paigners over its proposal of mov¬ 
ing the consultant-led maternity 
unit to the new Pembury hospital. 

MP Helen Grant and the 
Maidstone Action for Services in 
Hospital (MASH) pressure group 
have both voiced their objections 
against the plans. 

It had been hoped Mr Lansley 
would rule out the move. But the 
minister has instead ordered new 
consultations between the health 
trust and local GPs, councils, 
maternity workers and patients, 
although he has accepted changes 
will have to be made. They are to 
report to him in two months. 


Maidstone and Weald MP Mrs 
Grant said: “It cannot be right 
that Kent’s county town, with its 
growing population is to have no 
consultant-led maternity services. 

“Removing the choice for many 
Maidstone mums to have their 
babies near home just to fill some 
newly created beds 45 minutes 
away is wrong and dangerous.” 

Dennis Fowle, chairman of 
MASH, says health officials are 
pandering to a lobby based in 
Tunbridge Wells. 

“The changes must not be made 
to satisfy a Tunbridge Wells 
demand for an all-singing depart¬ 
ment in a highly expensive PFI 
hospital at Pembury,” he said. 

A Trust spokesman said: ‘We will 
be working closely with our part¬ 
ners and stakeholders to address 
remaining public concerns.”

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Somme heroes remembered 


THE bloodiest day in the history of 
the British Army - July 1,1916 - was 
commemorated at poignant services 
large and small in northern France 
last week, writes Nick Ames. 

On the first day alone at the Battle of the 
Somme there were 60,000 casualties - includ¬ 
ing more than 19,000 dead. 

Among the soldiers who advanced over 
no-man’s-land towards a network of trenches 
and barbed wire under hails of machine gun 
fire were two local regiments, The Buffs (East 
Kent) and the Royal West Kent (Queen’s Own). 

This year a tribute at the massive Memorial 
to the Missing at Thiepval in France remem¬ 
bered the sacrifice of a generation. 

The structure commemorates those who 
literally disappeared during the conflict which 
ran from 1914-18 - blown apart, drowned in the 
mud or buried forever. On it are 72,000 names. 

Crosses 

The recovered bodies of soldiers are buried in 
graveyards which dot the area. Crosses are 
inscribed with name, age, unit and rank, along 
with the day they died. 

A total of 30 members of The Buffs and 20 Royal 
West Kent soldiers who fell in the first attack of 
the battle on July 1 are inscribed at Thiepval. 

And in total the monument has the names of 
536 Buffs and 833 West Kent men. 

The Battle of the Somme was one of the 
largest battles of World War One and by the 
time fighting had petered out in late autumn 
1916, more than 1.5 million casualties had been 
suffered by the forces involved. 

A regimental sergeant major of The Buffs, 
called Moody, compiled an account of the brutal 
opening day. 


Memorial services in French towns commemorate 

the anniversary of the start of the Battle of the Somme 

in World War One, in which two Kent regiments p layed 
their p art in the notorious offensive that would claim 
the lives of more than a million soldiers from both sides 


He wrote: “On the great 1st of July the 55th 
Brigade, a unit of which was the 7th Battalion 
The Buffs, held the line in front of Camoy, and 
its objective was a trench about 200 yards 
north of the Montauban-Fricourt road. 

“At 7am our barrage became intense and 
remained so till 7.22, at which time all guns of 
the trench mortar battery opened for eight min¬ 
utes, and at the zero hour the whole brigade 
went forward to the assault. 

“The Camoy mine craters took six hours to 
clear, and six hours’ very heavy fighting it was, 
carried out under 2nd Lieut Tatum, whose 
efforts were rewarded with a Military Cross. 

“There is no doubt that during the operation, 
which was carried out more or less as planned, 
our troops encountered far more opposition 
than was anticipated; this was particularly the 
case at the attacks on the craters, which only 
two platoons were originally assigned. The 
whole position proved to be strong. 

“The Buffs remained in the frontline trenches 
till the night of the July 4-5 and were heavily 
shelled, the enemy relaxing nothing of his activ¬ 
ity and energy in this respect. The Pommiers 
line had been consolidated and it was now the 
special mark of the German gunners.” 

The plan for the Somme offensive evolved out 
of Allied strategic discussions at Chantilly, 
Oise, in December, 1915. 

The Anglo-French offensive was intended to

create a breach in the German line which 
could then be exploited with a decisive blow. 

With the German attack on Verdun on 
the River Meuse in February, 1916, the 
Allies were forced to adapt their plans. The 
British Army took the lead on the Somme, 
though the French contribution remained 
significant. 

The opening day of the battle on July 1, 
1916, saw the British Army suffer the worst 
one-day combat losses in its history, with 
nearly 60,000 casualties. 

Because of the composition of the British 
Army, a volunteer force with many battal¬ 
ions comprising men from specific areas, 
these losses had a profound social impact 
and have given the Somme a lasting cultur¬ 
al legacy in Britain. 

Graveyards 

The conduct of the battle has been a 
source of historical controversy - senior offi¬ 
cers such as General Sir Douglas Haig, the 
commander of the British Expeditionary 
Force, and Henry Rawlinson, the command¬ 
er of Fourth Army, have been criticised for 
incurring severe losses while failing to 
achieve their territorial objectives. 

But other historians have portrayed the 
Somme as a vital preliminary to the defeat 
of the German Army, and one which taught 
the British Army valuable tactical and 
operational lessons. 

At the end of the battle, British and 
French forces had penetrated a total of six 
miles into German occupied territory.

Now, dotted by immaculately kept grave¬ 
yards the area around the Somme is largely 
farmland with wooded areas and villagers. 

But it still retains the legacy of the battle. 

Each year explosives, weapons, helmets 
and even body parts are discovered as the 
earth gives up its secrets. 

Many finds are on display in the Museum 
of the Great War in the small town of 
Peronne - close to the frontline of 1916. 

Curator Frederick Hadley said: “The 
crosses which commemorate the lives of 
these soldiers are a constant reminder of 
sacrifice by Britain, which sent men to pro¬ 
tect our country. 

“For that reason British visitors will 
always be very welcome here. We keep the 
memory of those who died alive and want to 
show our respect.” 

Chris Barker from Gillingham belongs to 
a military re-enactment group and attend¬ 
ed the commemorations in the uniform of a 
soldier from 1916. 

“I want to pay my own tribute,” he said. 
“And I want people who don’t know to learn 
about what happened almost 100 years ago.”

Pouring booze down 
drains ‘against law’

POLICE who confiscate 
alcohol from underage 
drinkers have been told 
they are flouting environ¬ 
mental laws by pouring the 
booze into roadside drains. 

The 1997 Confiscation of Alcohol 
(Young Persons) Act makes it legal 
for officers to dispose of alcohol “in 
such a manner as he/she considers 
appropriate” in front of the young¬ 
sters they have seized it from. 

However, by pouring it down road¬ 
side drains police in Maidstone may 
have fallen foul of the 1991 Water 
Resources Act, which states it is an 
offence to knowingly permit any poi¬ 
sonous, noxious or polluting matter 
to enter any controlled waters. 

The Environment Agency (EA) 
confirmed that alcohol falls under 
this legislation, which brings a max¬ 
imum penalty of three years’ impris¬ 
onment. And despite a Kent Police 
official telling KOS Media the force 
had gained permission from the EA 
to pour alcohol down drains, the next 
day a statement revealed officers 
were to be advised against doing so. 

In the statement, head of licensing

PC Barbara Murray said current 
policy was for all drinks containers - 
regardless of whether they have 
been opened or not - to be emptied in 
the presence of those they are seized 
from. She added: “This method of 
disposal is adopted by forces across 
the UK and reinforces to the person 
from whom the alcohol has been con¬ 
fiscated the consequences of their 
behaviour. 

‘We recognise alcohol should not 
be poured directly into a drain and 
will be making sure officers are prop¬ 
erly informed about the correct 
method of disposal.” 

The EA confirmed it will not be 
taking legal action against the force. 


A spokesman said: “The agency 
discourages the disposal of all liq¬ 
uids other than water via drainage 
systems. A single can of beer is 
unlikely to have a noticeable impact 
and we appreciate the police are 
making concerted efforts to tackle 
antisocial behaviour associated with 
alcohol.” 

A photograph of two officers pour¬ 
ing what appears to be a bottle of 
vodka and an alcopop into a drain 
was circulated by Kent Police last 
week. The picture was to highlight a 
new alcohol control zone in 
Maidstone, which has been enforced 
in the town centre. Police now have 
the power to arrest or fine people 
who continue to drink within the 
zone after being told to stop. 

Licensing officer Neil Barnes said: 
“These powers are not intended to 
disrupt peaceful activities such as 
families having a picnic in the park, 
but are designed to address nuisance 
or annoyance. 

“We would like to emphasise that 
drinking is still allowed where it is 
permitted, such as in bars and pubs. 

“The object is to allow people to 
enjoy themselves without being con¬ 
fronted by intoxicated individuals in 
the street.”

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Cutting the tobacco death toll 


UP TO 2,000 people a year die in Kent 
from the effects of smoking and the 
county council wants to cut those num¬ 
bers by helping more smokers quit, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

It is three years since new laws 
banned smoking in places such as pubs, 
restaurants and the workplace. Now 
Kent County Council wants to keep the 
momentum going by showing more peo¬ 
ple they can beat the weed. Officials say 
smoking is the single biggest cause of 
preventable death in the county. 

Statistics show the less well-off are 
more likely to smoke - despite the high 
cost of cigarettes - and have a lower life 
expectancy. It costs Kent businesses 
about £215 million in sick days and 
smoking breaks, and the NHS receives 
more than 10,000 smoking-related hospital admissions each 
year, costing in excess of £24m. 

Cabinet member for public health Cllr Alan Marsh, said: 
‘We’ve got to stop the habit before it starts, so targeting children 
and young people is the way to go. Young people are able to 
appreciate the ramifications of tobacco. 



“More long-term smokers are almost 
impossible to convince.” 

The Kent Alliance on Smoking and 
Health has launched an initiative 
called Towards a Smokefree 
Generation. 

It is a commitment to change the 
culture of how we tackle smoking and 
is supported by KCC, district and bor¬ 
ough councils, the NHS, Kent Police 
and Kent Fire and Rescue Service. 

The plan is to help cut smoking by 
focusing on six key areas. 

They include more action to stop 
children buying cigarettes, better 
education in schools on the dangers 
including second-hand smoke, 
and attempts to break the chain of 
peer pressure.

Children’s survey 
reveals fears over 
adult drunkeness 

A THIRD of children have admitted to feeling scared when they see 
adults drinking alcohol, according to a new report, writes Marijke Cox. 
The shocking findings - shown on 
CBBC’s Newsround after a study by chil¬ 
dren’s research specialist Childwise - 
also revealed half of youngsters had 
seen their parents drunk. 

But more worrying was the 47 per cent 
of children who said they were “not both¬ 
ered” when they saw adults drinking, 
suggesting the UK’s booze culture had 
become the norm. 

Part of the research was carried out in Kent, using a survey to ques¬ 
tion youngsters about adult alcohol consumption. 

Rosemary Duff, research director at Childwise, told KOS Media par¬ 
ents needed to start listening to their children’s concerns. Ms Duff 
said: “Three per cent of children said they saw their parents drunk 
several times a week. This may not sound much, but it’s the equiva¬ 
lent of a child in every class at school on average. 

Also, when asked what they would do if they were worried about 
someone’s drinking, eight per cent would try to cover it up. 

“Children’s biggest worry about drinking relates to possible health 
problems, followed by fighting and violent behaviour.” 

The survey, commissioned by Newsround, asked 1,234 young peo¬ 
ple aged between 10-14 about their views on alcohol. Almost three- 
quarters said their parents drank, with 60 per cent of the children say¬ 
ing they would drink when they are older. Of the 80 per cent who had 
seen adults drinking, a fifth admitted it had made adults angry and 
aggressive, with others saying it made them act silly. 

The report, which was for the Living With Alcohol Newsround 
Special on Monday, aimed to get a better understanding of how chil¬ 
dren perceived adults drinking. The programme highlighted three sto¬ 
ries of children who were affected by their parents’ relationships with 
alcohol. 

Damian Kavanagh, controller of CBBC, said “Alcohol is present in the 
lives of most of our audience in one way or another, yet it is something 
they may not feel confident talking about. Children in this Newsround 
special talk about the impact of adults drinking on their lives. 

Talking about their own experiences, they provide insight and can 
help other children have the confidence to ask questions.” 

In Kent, some 56 per cent of children on the protection register are 
thought to be affected by parents’ substance misuse. It has led to 
officials launching the Hidden Harm Strategy 2010-13 to tackle the 
effect parent or carer substance abuse has on children. 

Kent County Council and the Children’s Trust drew up the three-year 
plan. It looks to support youngsters by giving them a safe and secure 
home, providing extra help and listening to their concerns. 

Gaps within service provision and increased awareness are also 
being worked on. Another three-year document, by the Kent Action 
on Alcohol Steering Group at KCC, was launched at the beginning of 
June, outlining how agencies can work together to stop the problems 
created by binge-drinking and alcoholism. 

Some 200,000 “hazardous and harmful” drinkers live in Kent - with 11 
per cent of males and 5.5 per cent of females exceeding the weekly 
recommended amount.

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Remembering the sacrifices of ‘The Few’ on 70th anniversary of the Battle of Britain

THE courage of the Few will be 
remembered by the many on the 
70th anniversary of the Battle of 
Britain. 

On July 10, 1940, one of the most impor¬ 
tant battles in British history broke out, as 
the Royal Air Force strived to conquer the 
Luftwaffe and prevent a subsequent 
German invasion. The fighting raged in the 
skies above Kent into the autumn of that 
year, with 3,000 air crew - many from over¬ 
seas - risking their lives to protect Britain, 
and many of those lives were lost. 

On Sunday, July 11, the national Battle of 
Britain Memorial at Capel-le-Feme will

receive a Royal visit as the nation remem¬ 
bers the sacrifices made by those Few, 
immortalised by Winston Churchill’s unfor¬ 
gettable speech of gratitude and praise. 

The remaining battle veterans - now all 
in their late 80s and 90s - will be joined by 
HRH Prince Michael of Kent, patron of the 
Battle of Britain Memorial Trust, as they 
remember those historic four months that 
came to be seen as a crucial period in World 
War Two. 

Local historian Robin Brooks, author of 
Kent and the Battle of Britain, believes it 
was the greatest aerial battle ever seen. 

“We were up against a superior air force 
with twice the amount of aircraft,” he said. 
“What we did have was quality of pilots and 
radar. Had we not had radar to give us early 
warning, it might have been a different story. 

“That’s why we must always remember 
those Tew’, because they saved this country 
from tyranny and oppression. 

“Had we lost, Hitler’s Operation Sea Lion 
- an invasion of the UK - would have gone 
ahead and had it been a land battle, we 
would have lost. Goering’s intention was to 
clear the RAF from the skies to get ready for 
Operation Sea Lion, but he could not do it.” 

Determined to remove the threat from the 
air to make way for a land invasion, the 
Luftwaffe attacked shipping convoys in the 
Channel and radar towers, before turning its 
attention to airfields, cities and industrial 
centres. Biggin Hill airfield in west Kent 
played a crucial role as the RAF Spitfires 
and Hurricanes battled to control the skies. 

Radar 

“Biggin Hill was a main sector station, a 
controlling station for others around it,” Mr 
Brooks explained. “When a raid was immi¬ 
nent, radar plotters would send a message 
to Bentley Priory in London, the headquar¬ 
ters of Fighter Command, and a message 
would then be sent to the controlling sta¬ 
tions to scramble. The radar would have 
picked the German planes up just off the 
French coast, so the pilots had five or six 
minutes to scramble and get the planes in 
the air to attack the enemy.” 

While brave young men fought for their 
country and their lives high above Kent 
and the South East, civilian life had to con¬ 
tinue down below But as Mr Brooks found 
out while researching his book, living in the 
shadow of a ferocious battle for their future 
was not easy. 

“For the youngsters, that period was an 
exciting time because they could go around 
picking up shell cases and treating it as a 
real adventure, with the dogfights going on 
in the sky,” he said. “But for the adults, it 
was an extremely trying time because they 
never knew what was going to happen. 

“German and British aircraft would crash all 
over Kent and they could come down any¬ 
where, on your house or a house down the road. 
They had shelters but even so, it was a trau-

that life was perilous for civilians as well as air¬ 
men during those vital few months. Coming so 
soon after the mass evacuation of Allied troops 
from the beaches of Dunkirk in May and June, 
1940, the significance of the aerial battle was 
not lost on an anxious population. 

“I think there was a considerable view 
amongst ordinary people that invasion was a 
distinct possibility,” he said. “They had been 
warned by the Government that possibility 
existed and people in Kent were on the front¬ 
line. They saw the German attacks and the 
bombs falling. If you were in Kent in the 
summer of 1940, you were very much aware 
of the danger.” 

Despite the frightening prospect of the RAF 
losing control of British skies and paving the 
way for an invasion, Mr Simpson found that 
morale was higher than might be expected. 

“Talking to people who were there about it, 
there was a lot of confidence that somehow 
Britain would muddle through,” he said. “The 
population was certainly inspired to some 
extent by the speeches of Winston Churchill, 
after he became Prime Minister in May, 1940. 

“People have lots of views about Churchill, 
but he did inspire people. Most people 
realised there were tough times ahead.

feared an invasion, but they showed confidence. 

‘When I spoke to airmen who fought in the 
battle, I found out they’d thought it was a 
damn cheek that the Germans were coming 
over to our country and they had to be stopped. 
They saw it in both micro and macro terms.” 

As the country commemorates the start of 
arguably the most emotive battle in British 
history, Mr Simpson hopes the legacy of those 
brave airmen and those who supported them 
will never be forgotten. 

“I’m encouraged by the number of young 
people who do know about the Battle of 
Britain and would like to learn more,” he 
said. “It was a turning point in British histo¬ 
ry and could have led to a German invasion. 

“You could argue that Germany would have 
suffered its own Dunkirk and it might not 
have been a permanent invasion, but a lot of 
damage would have been done and people 
would have been subjected to a German occu¬ 
pation. It was a time when our history, as we 
know it, could conceivably have taken a mas¬ 
sive turn and people should know about it.”

Ignore border force 
cutback rumours, 
says minister Green

RUMOURS that a 
planned border police force 
will be scrapped before it 
has even begun have been 
dismissed by immigration 
minister Damian Green. 

A report in the national press 
speculated that the project would 
be one of the first to go if the Home 
Office was asked to deliver 40 per 
cent cuts, as has been threatened by 
Chancellor George Osborne. 

The proposed new force - 
announced during the Queen’s 
Speech in May - would be dedicat¬ 
ed to improving immigration con¬ 
trols and cracking down on the traf¬ 
ficking of people, weapons and 
drugs. 

Ashford Conservative MP Mr 
Green told KOS Media it was far 
too early to predict what might be 
lost in the forthcoming cuts. 

He added: “The various govern¬ 
ment departments have been asked 
[by Mr Osborne] to illustrate what 
would happen if we were asked to 
make cuts of 40 per cent.

“But as [transport secretary] 
Philip Hammond has said - and he 
has very good knowledge of the 
Treasury - it is unlikely that any 
department will be asked to make 
those sorts of cuts. 

“There’s no substance in the 
rumours [about the border police] 
because it’s way too early in the 


process to speculate for anything in 
the department. 

“The force is a commitment made 
in the coalition agreement, so it’s 
vitally important that it’s not cut.” 

Currently, immigration controls 
are in place in Kent, France and 
Belgium through the UK Border 
Agency. The Port of Dover also has 
its own 60-strong police force, which 
is privately funded by Dover 
Harbour Board to monitor the har¬ 
bour, dock and pier. 

Mr Green told KOS Media in May 
there needed to be a greater 
emphasis on tackling international 
crime. He added: “The new police 
force would effectively combine 
powers available to the enforce¬ 
ment arm of the UK Border Agency. 

“But it would be separate to the 
agency. It would be a separate 
national police force. 

“Details are yet to be confirmed. 
This still has to go through 
Parliament so it will be another 
couple of years before it is set up.” 

Mr Osborne originally announced 
that almost all departments would 
endure real-term cuts of 25 per cent 
over four years.

A JAILED gang leader has been 
slapped with a further 14-year 
prison sentence for his part in 
an elaborate cross-country drugs 
network. 

Darren Quick, 44, from Rochester, was 
one of eight men sentenced to a total of 79 
years and eight months in prison last week, 
after he earlier pleaded guilty to conspiracy 
to provide class A drugs. 

He was the head of a Kent gang that 
supplied cocaine to another group in the 
Swansea Valley area of south Wales, using a 
third gang in Bournemouth as a go-between. 

Quick, who imported the drugs from 
abroad, is already serving a seven-and-a- 
half year sentence for possessing criminal 
property, transferring criminal money and 
money laundering. 

Two other members of the Kent gang - 
Stephen Jarrett, 25, from Maidstone, and 
Norrie Hyde, 40, from Sittingboume - are 
also serving two years each for drugs-relat- 
ed activities. 

Matthew Home, of the Serious Organised 
Crime Agency (Soca), said: “This investiga¬ 
tion has taken apart a complex criminal oper¬ 
ation which was bringing considerable harm 
to communities across the UK, and was led 
by individuals with the ability to export 
drugs and launder money around the world. 

‘Work is continuing to ensure the gang 
members can’t profit from their crimes and 
any member of an organised crime gang can 
be sure that Soca will continue to use all the 
tools and partnership opportunities at our 
disposal to bring them down.” 

Money laundering 

At its height, the drugs network is 
believed to have trafficked about half a 
tonne of cocaine - at times distributing up 
to 8kg every 10 days. 

The investigation into its activities began 
in September, 2007, when Soca officers 
identified links between the supply of dmgs 
in south Wales and individuals on the south 
coast of England. 

They used covert surveillance to identify 
the key members of the network, and so far 
28 people have been charged. Of these, 26 
have been convicted or pleaded guilty. The 
other two are still awaiting trial. 

Det Sgt Rob Haines, of Kent Police’s 
serious and organised crime unit, said: 
“Kent Police has worked in conjunction 
with other law enforcement agencies to 
investigate an extensive money-laundering 
network in the South East. 

“Officers conducted detailed inquiries and 
uncovered large sums of money being 
transferred through bank accounts and 
being moved between locations. 

“Kent Police’s serious and organised crime 
unit will seek and pursue those involved in 
the supply and distribution of controlled 
drugs, and those who launder their money.” 

Quick was first arrested along with 
Jarrett and Hyde back in December, 2008, 
when officers saw them acting suspiciously 
in a pub car park in Maidstone. 

Inside Quick’s grey Ford Mondeo was a 
bag containing £66,690 and a blue box 
containing £126,070. 
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A 17-year-old boy 
has been banned 
from owning or 
using a catapult for a year 
after he pleaded guilty to 
assaulting a community 
warden. 

He was sentenced at 
West Kent Magistrates 
Court in Sevenoaks for 
assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm, after the inci¬ 
dent on Wednesday, March 
24, which took place in his 
home village. 

The teenager, who lives in 
Westerham, was also sen¬ 
tenced to 120 hours of 
unpaid work, he must com¬ 
plete an anger management 
course, take part in a victim 
empathy programme and 
pay £100 in compensation 
as well as £85 in costs. 


Four women in a boat 

Seaaals are rowing their wav into the record books 


BATTLING the elements for 
2,010 miles in a tiny rowing boat 
would be most people’s idea of a 
nightmare, writes Marijke Cox. 

And as for facing huge ships in some of 
the world’s busiest shipping lanes or sharks 
bigger than your boat - many would by now 
have bolted at the first sight of land. 

But for four brave women, dicing with 


danger has become part of their daily rou¬ 
tine as they fight to prove their worth in a 
138-year-old race once dominated by men. 

The Virgin GB Row - previously the 
Anglo-American Boat Race - is a 2,010 non¬ 
stop, unassisted rowing race around Great 
Britain in some of the most treacherous 
waters in the world. It is deemed tougher 
than rowing the Pacific or Atlantic, and only 
one team has ever completed the course. 

But this year, four women, including 24- 
year-old Laura Tnom- 
asson, from Kings- 
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down near Dover, 
have set their sights 
on the world record for being the first women 
to complete, or even take part in, the race. 

The Royal Navy Nurse, who is a rower 
and medic in the challenge, joined Beverley 
Ashton, from Oxfordshire, skipper Belinda 
Kirk, from Bristol, and Californian para¬ 
plegic Angela Madsen. 

The team - known as the Seagals - have 
already completed some 1,500 gruelling 
miles in their 24ft boat Go Commando, with 
the finishing line firmly in sight. 

And to make their success to date even 
sweeter, the male team they were racing 
dropped out on June 14, just two weeks 
after both teams set off from London. 

Speaking about their experiences so far, 
Miss Thomasson said this week they faced 
their most dangerous situation while trav¬ 
elling along the north east coast, after being 
warned of a storm. 

“At the time of anchoring, the water was 
fairly calm and it was hard to believe a

storm was on its way, but we stayed put in 
our cove,” she said. “But then we took the 
impact of 20ft waves that flooded the deck 
and also BeVs and my cabin.” 

Aside from the weather, Miss Thomasson 
said one of the hardest things to deal with 
was painful, swollen “claw hands” caused by 
continuous rowing. For some it has caused 
constant pain throughout their journey. 

But special moments make it all seem 
worthwhile: “In the early hours of June 30, 
Angela and I spotted a fin on the horizon. 
Then, the arching back of a whale rolled out 
of the water 300 metres from our stem.” 

Money raised will go to Help for Heroes, 
which supports members of the Armed 
Forces who have been wounded in service. 

The crew is unable to stop at ports, with 
food carried on board and the use of a spe¬ 
cial machine to make sea water drinkable.

Granddaughter’s 
fight for forgotten 
victims of inferno

A CAMPAIGN has been 
started to build a per¬ 
manent memorial to 
commemorate the vic¬ 
tims of a horrific 
tragedy in 1929, when nine chil¬ 
dren and six adults were burned 
to death after a firemen’s public 
display went terribly wrong, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

And the move has won the backing of the 
county’s fire service. 

For years, hundreds of spectators gathered 
for the annual Fireman’s Wedding display 
that was part of a summer fair held in 
Gillingham Park, Medway 
But on July 11, 1929, it turned into an 
inferno that claimed 15 lives and mentally 
scarred many of those who witnesses the 
tragedy 

Today the victims’ graves are uncared for 
with some already ‘reclaimed’ or reused, and 
the rest heading for the same fate. Dental 
hygienist Lori Oschesfski, 50, from Ontario, 
Canada, was tracing her family tree when 
she came across the story. 

She said: “Upon discovering the 
Gillingham Park tragedy while researching 
my grandfather’s family history and finding 
that his 12-year-old nephew, Eric Edward 
Cheeseman, had died in the fire, I was 
compelled to find out more about the 
tragedy and the people involved. 

“A memorial and restoration of 
the graves is important. It will 
not only represent the memory of 
the six men and nine boys who 
perished, but also pay respects 
to those who witnessed this 
tragedy and the families and 
friends of these 15 victims who 
carried - and still carry - this in 
their hearts and memories. 

“Sadly, this tragedy has been 
almost forgotten in the very commu¬ 
nity where it happened. The six men 
who died were all respected community 
members in the Medway towns, three of 
them dedicated firemen. The nine children 
were innocent and had their lives cut short. 
Not one of these people who perished 
thought of themselves. Fireman Tabrett and 
Fireman Cokayne gave their lives freely, 
attempting to save others. This is a historic 
event in the community that must not be 
forgotten.” 

She added: “The 81st anniversary is upon 
us this weekend. I need help to make sure 
another year does not go by without this 
event being remembered.” 

Lori said an online petition and Facebook 
page have been launched to back her calls 
for a memorial and for the remaining graves 
to be maintained by Medway Council. 

The deaths were due to an appalling set of 
circumstances at the fair, which over two 
days every year raised money for St

Bartholomew’s Hospital. As a finale, firemen 
were to ‘rescue’ people from a burning build¬ 
ing. The daring scenario starts with a couple 
getting married and going to the house with 
guest for a reception. 

The three-storey ‘building’ was cobbled 
together on site with wooden beams for the 
frame and tarpaulin for walls. 

It was rigged to catch fire and while the 
guests called for help, the firemen would 
rush in and save the day. Once everyone was 
clear, a real fire was triggered and the house 
would bum down. 

But the flammable liquids were triggered 
too early and spectators were con¬ 
fronted with the horror of many of 
the children and adults inside 
burning or jumping to their 
deaths. A website dedicated to 
the incident reports: “The fire 
fiercely shot upwards blocking 
all the exits and trapping 13 
people inside - nine of them 
children, young boys between 
the ages of 10 and 13. 

Desperate 

“At the first sight of the flames, 
the spectators, not realising the fire 
was real, laughed and applauded as 
the boys cried out desperately for their 
lives. The fire brigade realising at once the 
fire was real, leapt into action. The crowd 
applauded more, still thinking this was part 
of the show. 

“Little six-year-old Molly Cheesman, sister 
of Eric Edward Cheesman - a Navy cadet 
inside the house - and her mother Elizabeth 
were in the crowd. 

“It was Molly’s frantic and desperate 
screams which first alerted spectators that 
something had gone horribly wrong. ‘Eric’s 
burning, Eric’s burning’ was her cry. Others 
in the crowd only realised the horror unfold¬ 
ing in front of them when they saw figures 
leaping from the building in flames. 

“A searchlight was shone on to the building 
and people saw two of the boys leap off the 
building. Eyewitnesses, even 40 years later, 
vividly recalled the horrific sight of a burned 
body of a boy, half hanging over the edge

of the roof, illuminated by the searchlight. 

“Olive Searles saw her 10-year-old son, 
Leonard, throw up his arms and die amid 
the flames. ‘I know he’s gone, I know he’s 
gone’ were her cries. 

“Mable Mitchell and her five-year-old 
daughter, Vera, both witnessed Vera’s father, 
Ronald, in flames, jump from the burning 
stmcture and mn, burning, to a trough of 
water and plunge into it. He died an agonis¬ 
ing death 30 hours later in hospital. 

“Lottie Bmnning watched as her only 
child, 12-year-old David, perished in the fire. 
Mrs Sindon, a widow, watched as her son, 
11-year-old Ivor, scream for help before slip¬ 
ping back into the fire which claimed his life. 

“Gordon Winn raced to the park upon 
hearing that his 13-year-old son, Leonard, 
had been injured: ‘My little boy, his clothes 
burnt and still smouldering, lay on the 
ground. The poor little fellow could hardly 
see. He was terribly burned. 

“‘I lifted him gently and placed him in my 
car, then raced along the road to the hospi¬ 
tal. All through the night I sat by his bed¬ 
side. He was so brave - oh so brave.’ 

“In agony and blinded by his burns, 
Leonard asked his father to sit on his bed 
beside him. This brave little boy could only 
think of the others: ‘Daddy, how are the other 
boys?’ he asked. ‘Did they get away?’ 

“Concern for the others would occupy his

thoughts right up until the moment of his 
death the following morning at 4.45am.” 

Lori said of her campaign: “There is cer¬ 
tainly no intention of marring the image of 
Britain’s firefighters who, like firefighters 
around the world, provide an essential serv¬ 
ice that has saved countless lives. 

“Acknowledging such a tragic event should 
not negatively reflect on the fire service. 
Accepting responsibility for our mistakes is 
honourable and should always be the right 
thing to do. I would ask you to close your 
eyes for a moment and place yourself in the 
crowd at the fair in 1929. Imagine being one 
of the many who were laughing at the fire - 
then realising you were applauding children 
as they were burning and dying. 

“It would also be a great gesture if a 
memorial could be erected in the cemetery 
as a fitting reminder of the lives of those 
poor victims. It would be shameful if it was 
forgotten. We must keep their memory alive. 

“As you can imagine, discovering such a 
tragic incident involving a past family mem¬ 
ber was distressing, to say the least. 

“However, even more distressing was find¬ 
ing out that this terrible event is in danger 
of being forgotten and that the gravestones 
of those who died are in such disrepair there 
is a possibility of them being removed. 

Fateful day 

“I strongly believe this should not be 
allowed to be swept under the carpet.” 

The campaign has won the backing from 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service after KOS 
Media brought it to their attention. 

Charlie Hendry, the chief fire officer and 
chief executive of Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “This was a sad day for 
Gillingham and the whole county. 

“As serving firefighters we are always 
deeply saddened by the loss of children’s 
lives and those of firefighters. The tragedy of 
that fateful day should be remembered and 
we support the campaign for a memorial to 
commemorate those who were lost.” 

A spokesman for Medway Council said: 
“The Gillingham Park fire was an incredibly 
tragic event that affected the lives of many 
people in Medway. In respect of this, we are 
planning on carrying out maintenance and 
upkeep of the graves in the coming months. 

“In addition, we have been working along¬ 
side Friends of Gillingham Park to plan 
future improvements and we will look into 
whether this will include provision for a 
memorial to be put in place.”

CHALKED OFF BY POLITICS 


Independent education adviser PETER J READ considers the schools left out in 
the cold by the coalition’s purge of the Building Schools for the Future programme 

H eadteachers at 28 Kent 

secondary schools, eight spe¬ 
cial schools and four referral 
centres were devastated on 
Monday to learn that their rebuilds 
under the Building Schools for the 
Future scheme had been scrapped. 

A vast number of hours spent by heads and gov¬ 
ernors in negotiating with architects and officials 
has been wasted. The many hours of planning by 
staff to develop new methods for teaching 
and learning using opportunities created 
by purpose-designed premises will be 
consigned to the scrapheap. 

Some of the special schools are 
required to admit children with 
complex physical and learning 
needs, but will now find it impossi¬ 
ble to cater for them unless alter¬ 
native funding can be found. 

Also spare a thought for the offi¬ 
cers who have worked tirelessly 
through a mass of red tape to try to 
ensure the best for our schools. 

For the following schools in Thanet: 

Clarendon House Grammar, Chatham 
House Grammar, Foreland Special. 

Hartsdown Technology College, Hereson, 

Laleham Gap (Special), Northwood Centre, St 
Anthony’s (Special), Stone Bay (Special) and 
Ursuline College; and in Gravesend: Gravesend 
Boys and Girls Grammars, Meopham, and St 
George’s CofE; along with Portal House (Special) 
in Dover, the shock was so much greater. 

In these schools, building plans have nearly all 
been finalised and construction was due to begin. 

They will now have to compete for students with 
the gleaming new premises of the schools that 
have benefited from BSF. 

Hartsdown is not alone in Thanet in having poor 
buildings - and now little prospect of these being 
inproved. Eight newer academies, already opera¬ 
tional or in the planning stage and whose replace¬ 
ment buildings have not begun (at an average cost 
of some 40 per cent more than mainstream 
schools) are to have any plans reviewed. 

It would, however, be bizarre if many of these 
were upheld, as new academies converting from 



mainstream schools join them on an equal basis 
in September, with no prospect of new buildings. 

This is a sorry end to a project that promised so 
much. However, it is important to realise what 
has been achieved. KCC leader Paul Carter has 
taken a personal interest in attracting maximum 
capital expenditure to Kent, which historically 
had low levels of investment in school buildings. 

His vision means we now have new schools 
worth half a billion pounds, either completed or in 
construction. These include all other secondary 
and special schools in Gravesham and Thanet 
through BSF (most close to completion), nine 
academies, and six secondary schools built 
under separate PFI funding. Parents in 
many parts of Kent will be aware of 
other investments in new or replace¬ 
ment buildings for schools of all 
types. Whatever the future holds, 
these remain and nearly 20 per 
cent of secondary schools will have 
been completely or substantially 
rebuilt - an impressive record. 

I saw the complications of BSF as 
a governor of Ifield Special School, 
the first Kent school to be completed 
with BSF funding. Because of the 
nature of our project, bureaucracy was 
mainly limited to agreeing contracts for 
ICT equipment and services. 

Three governors spent many hours grappling 
with details of complex documents and require¬ 
ments to meet impossible deadlines (all unpaid 
volunteers). The head and senior staff spent much 
more time. However, we did have the satisfaction 
of seeing our work come to completion. 

What about those governors who see their work 
junked? Sadly, a few will walk away in disgust, 
never to return. What about children whose edu¬ 
cation has suffered, as heads and staff have had 
periods of absence dealing with BSF issues? 

That cannot be restored. It would have been 
good to see Michael Gove acknowledge this sacri¬ 
fice. Whether this purge was necessary is for oth¬ 
ers to pronounce upon. I only know it must be 
wrong to put part of the proceeds towards per¬ 
suading mainstream schools to become academies 
themselves, with another portion going to ‘free 
schools’ that will often be set up to suit those with 
little interest in the education of the majority.

If it’s so cushy, 
try it yourself 

I was incensed by the letter 
from C Webb about the “cushy 
time” teachers have, in his 
view. He obviously was never a 
teacher, nor lived with one. My 
children said they would never 
become teachers because of the 
piles of exercise books coming 
home each evening and the 
number of times they had to 
entertain themselves because 
of that. 

There was a very mild reply 
from one reader, but I wish to 
make a few points clear. When I 
started as a technical college 
lecturer I was told: “Neighbours 
will see you having long holi¬ 
days and half days off; they 
won’t see you coming home at 
10pm after teaching evening 
classes. They won’t see you 
spending hours each evening 
preparing for the next day; 
when you start it takes an horn* 
to prepare an hour’s lecture. 

“They won’t realise you spend 
at least half of each weekend 


marking and preparing. They 
won’t notice you going into col¬ 
lege in the ‘holidays’.” 

The same applies to primary 
and secondary school teachers. 
I taught in both and although 
the children work a short day 
in the eyes of the public, teach¬ 
ers do not. 

Usually arriving at 8am and 
leaving about 4.30pm if they 
are lucky, teachers are working 
all day. Yes, there’s a lunch 
break, as every worker should 
have. As for a coffee break, 
there’s nearly always a child to 
see, or something to prepare 
for the next lesson. 

Some schools will not allow a 
cup of coffee to be taken into 
the classroom. As for an after¬ 
noon break, not where I taught. 

At least once a week, a 
teacher is on duty at break- 
time. There’s hardly time to go 
to the loo - and you can’t just 
leave a class of 30 children if 
you need to use the lavatory. 
You can’t leave the children to 
their own devices. 

If you’re feeling under the 
weather, you can’t hide behind 
a computer and hope nobody 


notices you’re not doing much. 

You can’t make telephone 
calls or receive them while 
teaching, you can’t vary your 
hours or days if you want to; 
for example, to attend a funer¬ 
al, unless it’s a close family 
member. And you have to take 
your holidays diming the peak 
season. A teacher can’t just ring 
in and say you’ll be a few min¬ 
utes late, not like other work¬ 
ers. I stopped making 9am 
appointments at the dentist, 
doctor and hairdresser, having 
been kept waiting. 

One shop in our High Street 
sometimes has queues outside 
well after 9am. On top of all 
that, the job is stressful. How 
many teachers nowadays work 
right up to retirement age? 

They don’t get bonuses, com¬ 
pany cars, golden handshakes, 
or a pension until they are pen¬ 
sionable age. 

The problem is, other people’s 
conception of teachers stems 
from their memories of when 
they were pupils themselves.

Mike Eddy is right to call for more scrutiny of 
Government cuts and how they affect Kent. 

However, he may not be aware that since 
Labour was reduced to two county council¬ 
lors, the Conservatives have further restrict¬ 
ed the rights of councillors to scrutinise. 

Cabinet scrutiny is the only committee 
chaired by the opposition and is now only 
permitted to probe cabinet reports or a deci¬ 
sion made by a cabinet member. 

The power to investigate the hundreds of 
decisions made by officers has been removed 
from the committee and given to the newly- 
formed scrutiny board, which is chaired by a 
Conservative. 

At the April 1 county council meeting, the 
Conservatives talked out the single agenda 
item which the Liberal Democrats are 
allowed (a motion for time-limited debate), 
which was to ensure greater disclosure to the 
public of what their money is being spent on, 
by publishing all payments over £1,000. 

Of course, Cllr Eddy is conveniently forget¬ 
ting that when he led the opposition, he also 
did not have the power to scrutinise 
Government spending plans. 

Had he done so, we would of course have 
been able to question the mess his Labour 
government made of our economy, which has 
left others with painful decisions to make in 
order to clean it up.

Eurozone bailout 
under challenge 

It has been said that the eurozone 
bailout fund breaches European Union 
law and we may not have to contribute 
to saving the other economically weak 


countries after all, subject to the deci¬ 
sion of the German constitutional court. 

A challenge has been made to the 
court as to the legality of the eurozone 
bailout package. A new study conducted 
by the German think-tank Centrum fur 
Europaische Politik claims the public 
has been deceived on several points 
with regards to the package, arguing 
the aid scheme would not be limited to 
three years, but would be installed 
indefinitely. 

The author of the study, Marcell Jeck, 
is quoted saying that “the public has 
been assured the EU cannot borrow 
above a maximum of 60 billion euros. In 
the legal text no such regulation can be 
found”. In addition to the 60bn euro 
package, EU leaders have also agreed to 
create a 440bn euro fund for any mem¬ 
ber state needing a bailout. 

The study adds that the EU has 
unjustly invoked a treaty clause 
designed for “exceptional circum¬ 
stances” as a legal base for the bailout 
fund and that the European Parliament 
was not consulted, which amounts to a 
breach of EU law. The report also sug¬ 
gests the bailout package does not satis¬ 
fy the terms of the German constitution¬ 
al court’s previous rulings, as it does not 
provide a strong enough role for the 
German parliament in approving aid. 

I wonder what Cameron and Clegg 
will say about this?

RSPCA stretched 
by cruel summer 

We would like to ask for your readers’ help. 
Calls to the RSPCA’s 24-hour cruelty tele¬ 
phone line have almost doubled in six 
months, and the charity is asking people to 
show patience as it prioritises the workload. 

Although the number of calls to the 0300 
1234 999 helpline increases each year during 
persistently mild and dry weather and longer 


daylight hours, this summer the RSPCA is 
facing unprecedented demand. 

Although we are doing all we can to answer 
as many calls as possible, exceptionally high 
call volumes mean the charity will be unable 
to answer advice calls during the evenings 
and weekends. We will nevertheless be deal¬ 
ing with emergency calls as usual - 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week. A similar system 
operated during the summer of 2004. Dogs in 
hot cars, animals wounded in airgun inci¬

The RSPCA has fewer than 500 frontline 
staff for the whole of England and Wales who 
deal with calls and investigations and their 
workload during this time increases dramati¬ 
cally.

Virus vigilance can 
be a real life-saver 

I would like to remind people to be vigi¬ 
lant to the signs and symptoms of viral 
meningitis as temperatures continue to 
soar this summer. Cases of the disease 
are known to peak during hot weather. 
Although viral meningitis isn’t life 
threatening, it can take people a long 
time to recover and there is no vaccine 
to prevent it. 

I was struck down by a rare form of 
viral meningitis in September, 2005. 

It came on very suddenly and at first I 
though I’d had a stroke as I couldn’t feel 
the left side of my body. Then violent 
headaches started and I started to drift 
in and out of consciousness. 

Doctors diagnosed meningoencephali¬ 
tis - a rare form of viral meningitis 
which causes inflammation of the brain. 
I spent six weeks in hospital and needed 
three months off work to recover. 

It left me struggling with co-ordination 
and speech, fearing my acting days 
would be over. 

Having had meningitis myself, I know 
what people go through with it and also 
what they constantly go through after 
having had it, which is why I’m support¬ 
ing Meningitis UK and urging people to 
be extra alert at this time of year. 

The initial symptoms are the same as 
bacterial meningitis, its more dangerous 
counterpart which can kill in under 
four hom*s. Meningitis UK advises peo¬ 
ple to look out for a headache, stiff neck, 
dislike of bright light, fever, feeling sick, 
confusion and drowsiness, diarrhoea 
and aching joints. 

Treatment is usually rest and 
painkillers and most people make a full 
recovery without being admitted to hos¬ 
pital. But, in a small number of cases, 
people who have suffered from viral 
meningitis may experience after-effects 
such as headaches, exhaustion, deaf¬ 
ness, ringing in the ear), memory loss, 
lack of co-ordination or confusion. 

I urge readers to request a symptoms

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THERE really could not be more 
pressure on Alfa Romeo’s newly- 
launched Giulietta. 

It arrives to spearhead celebrations of the 
cult Italian marque’s 100th anniversary 
and carries one of the most evocative 
names of that century - the original 
1950s/60s Giulietta Sprint is regarded is 
as one of the most handsome cars the com¬ 
pany has produced. 

It also arrives in a sector of the market 
where competition is most fierce and 
driving pleasure - an Alfa Romeo tradition 
- is well-catered for by impressive and 
big-selling rivals like the VW Golf, 
Vauxhall Astra and Ford Focus - soon to be 
replaced by an elegant new design.

To cap it all, it is a crossroads for Alfa, 
painstakingly rebuilt by Fiat despite the 
parent’s own trials and tribulations, but 
now expected to start delivering. 

There has been much talk about Alfa 
returning to the US market, where memo¬ 
ries of the Alfa Spider featured in the 
famous Dustin Hoffman movie The 
Graduate, are still strong. 

This could be eased by Fiat’s recent acqui¬ 
sition of the American Chrysler group, but 
much will rest on European Giulietta sales 
- priced in the UK from £16,995. 

The signs are good though; Alfa already 
has two powerful ranges in the elegant 159 


executive saloon and its Sportwagon estate 
spin-off, and in the quite brilliant and curvy 
MiTo supermini. 

The newcomer’s styling is no letdown after 
these two either, with an aggressive yet styl¬ 
ish take on the trademark V-shaped grille 
and a coupe-look enhanced by the marque’s 
well-established trick of concealing the rear 
door handles within the door frames. 

Nor is beauty skin deep, as the MiTo has 
already shown; Alfa has worked hard to 
polish its reputation as a driver’s favourite 
so the Giulietta will feature the same 
chassis, steering and throttle selector - 
known as DNA - as seen on the MiTo. 

It might sound gimmicky, but it works 
quickly and simply and allows the car to be 
set up to suit the driver’s mood. 


Most of the time, you leave it in Normal, 
but you can quicken the pulse and the car’s 
responsiveness by selecting Dynamic, 
while All-Weather come to the driver’s aid 
when conditions turn treacherous - and it 
all comes as standard. 

And while Alfa is remembered as much 
for its petrol engines - including the high 
performance twin-spark series - as its 
styling, the option of sporty diesels from the 
Fiat association has not harmed the brand 
revival. The launch range extends from 
120bhp 1.4-litre to 235bhp l,750cc petrol 
units and from 105bhp 1.6-litre to 170bhp 
2.0-litre turbodiesels.

BMW has opted for a major 
refreshment of the Mini line-up for 
September. 

The opener will be changes inside and out 
plus new diesel engines for the established 
hatchback, Clubman estate and Convertible 
models. 

But this will be followed up by the launch of 
the all-new Countryman (pictured right) - the 
first four/five-door Mini and also the first to be 
offered with four-wheel drive. 

The German carmaker has also stated there 
are two more models to come - one will almost 
certainly be the controversially-styled coupe 
body style given a media airing last year. 

The other could be simply a crop top or 
roadster version of the same or - generating 
more excitement - a stripped down or 
beach buggy version of the Countryman, 
echoing the style of the 1960s Mini Moke, 
made famous by the cult TV series of that era, 
The Prisoner. 

In the current economic climate though, the 
big news is the two all-new lightweight and 
miserly aluminium diesels that enable the 
German-owned UK brand to offer a road tax 
exempt sub-lOOgkm C02 emissions model for 
the first time.

JUST how much car do you really 


I found out for myself recently during a week 
on Kefalonia when, as you do, I splashed out 
on a family holiday to the sun and then 
skimped on the hire car. 

So I found myself piloting the family around 
the Greek island - famous as the setting for 
Captain Corelli’s Mandolin - in a little 
Daihatsu Cuore or Charade and marvelling at 
what this tiny five-door, three-cylinder city car 
could cope with. 

To give you an idea of the terrain, I managed 
fifth gear just a handful of times, but second 
and third were hammered with changes on 
the windy roads and gradients. 

When I handed the keys back to the ex-pat 
running the hire place at the airport, I told him 
his company must be delighted with the tough 
little Cuores - not a model available in the UK. 

“No mate, the Fiat Panda is everybody’s 
favourite,” he said. 

“Customers love 'em and they are bulletproof 


need? I get asked that a lot nowa¬ 
days and the answer is, not a lot. 



- despite everything that gets thrown at them 
on the roads here.” 

Praise indeed, I thought, on an island with 
roads better suited to 4x4s and where the local 
standard of driving is more Charlie Cairoli and 
his clowns than Captain Corelli and his chords - 
a smaller car makes evasive manoeuvres easier. 

Back home and with the Daihatsu’s plucky 
performance still fresh in my mind, I thought I 
would put the Panda on the spot and Fiat UK 
was only too happy to take up the challenge. 

We agreed that the most basic model in the 


range, the 1.1-litre Active Eco (£7,665) would 
be the best equivalent, though it doesn’t have 
air con or an option to have it - you must trade 
up to the 1.2 Dynamic Eco (£8,565) to get that 
as standard. 

Of course, I have driven several Pandas 
before, but they were always higher spec 
versions such as the 1.3-litre diesel and mad¬ 
cap 100HP hot hatch. 

Far from feeling that I was driving the hair 
shirt model, I found the entry car just as enjoy¬ 
able though, despite its modest 54bhp - the 1.2 


develops 60bhp - which requires 15 seconds to 
haul the Panda to 62mph. 

Sure, it looks a little spartan in this guise 
and there are features I would want, such as 
the split folding rear seats that come with 
dearer versions - to complement to the 
Panda’s renowned and van-like cargo options 
- but it still comes with electric front windows, 
CD sound system and two-speed power steer¬ 
ing that allows easy parking. 

With just one in the car, the Panda can be a 
little firm and fidgety, but it is fun to drive 
while an average of nearly 60mpg, group one 
insurance and trifling road tax - zero in year 
one - give lots more to grin about. I had also 
forgotten the car’s triumph of ergonomics - a 
gearshift right underneath where the hand 
falls naturally off the steering wheel. 

Of course, despite squared off styling, the 
five-door Panda is still a compact car so rear 
legroom is not great and the boot is small when 
the seats are in place, but this five-door city car 
is still a marvel seven years after launch - 
when it also won the coveted European Car of 
the Year award. 

As our man on Kefalonia confirmed, it has 
an excellent reputation for reliability too, help¬ 
ing to restore much of the new found faith in 
Fiat after some dark days on the quality front. 

There is talk that the current car, built in 
Fiat’s Polish plant, is scheduled for replace¬ 
ment next year, but there must be a strong 
case for putting that back or not doing much 
more than a thorough facelift.

Airport setback as Gordon bales out 


LYDD Airport’s £25 million bid to expand 
has suffered another setback with the 
resignation of MD Jonathan Gordon, just 
as the operation prepares for a public 
inquiry battle. 

His departure follows cancellation of 
planned flights to Jersey due to lack of 
demand, and reported losses of almost 
£2 million in the airport’s latest accounts. 

The airport appeared revitalised last 
August when Mr Gordon returned as MD, 
after an earlier spell at the controls, driv¬ 
ing the proposed runway extension and 
new terminal project through to 
approval by Shepway council in March. 

But it was a stormy victory and a vocif¬ 
erous protest campaign - largely on con¬ 
servation and environmental grounds - 
has forced the Government to review the 
project and set the scene for another 
tough confrontation. 

Despite the awkward timing, Mr 
Gordon insists his resignation is amica¬ 
ble and he supports the project fully and 
will continue working at the airport, 



where he is also boss of his own Lydd Air 
operation. In a statement, he said: “The 
airport’s senior management team will 
now take a more hands-on role and, par¬ 
ticularly with my other airline and glob¬ 
al aviation consultancy commitments, I 
thought that it would be in overall best 
interests if I stand down. 

“I believe the airport has a great future 
and will become an important part of the 


local economy, with job creation and eco¬ 
nomic prosperity. I will certainly be sup¬ 
porting it and we will continue with our 
long-term airline development plans 
based at Lydd. 

“I wish the company all the best for the 
future - we have parted good friends.” 

Despite the tone, there will be specula¬ 
tion and comparison with the departure 
of his predecessor, who quit in 
September, 2008, after “differences” with 
shareholders. 

Zaher Deir stood down as MD after five 
years and expressed the “deepest regret 
and sadness”, but blamed his actions on 
problems with shareholders and a mem¬ 
ber of the board of directors of London 
Ashford Airport, which runs the business. 

Mr Deir said at the time: “The board 
and I had different visions relating to the 
future direction of the airport and associ¬ 
ated aviation services based here. 

“It’s regrettable that we cannot agree a 
united way forward and I felt it was time 
to hand over the reins.”

INVENTOR Trevor Baylis was in Kent the other day - see our Big 
Interview - talking about how Britain must get back to inventing, 
making and exporting. 

And for once, the infectiously enthusiastic creator of the Freeplay 
wind-up radio was not being original - it’s a familiar message. 

But we’ve lost the plot; where old-style Britain’s trading and busi¬ 
ness acumen paved the way for the inventions that sparked the 
industrial revolution, we have regressed to rely on asset apprecia¬ 
tion and invisible financial export earnings. 

Meanwhile, self-confessed eccentrics like Baylis have had to fight 
hard for funding and to keep control of their inventions. 

But as Google boss Eric Schmidt said last week, it’s time Britain 
and Europe started liking and nurturing ‘crazy entrepreneurs’ rather 
than money-making suits. 

He asked: where are our equivalents to Apple’s Steve Jobs? 
Having co-created the groundbreaking computer company, Jobs 
was famously sacked when it faltered, only to return in triumph and 
bang out world-beaters such as the iPod, iPhone and iPad. 

Far from wearing a suit, Jobs’ favoured work gear is a black 
turtleneck, battered jeans and sneakers. 

Microsoft creator Bill Gates affects a corporate image now, but 
still can’t help looking like the same computer geek and Harvard 
dropout who has ended up bossing his industry. 

Where are our crazy entrepreneurs? We have the ‘flambouffant’ 
Sir Richard Branson whose ‘big thing’ now is trying to make space 
travel affordable... for the rich; and vacuum cleaner re-inventor 
James Dyson, but we need many more. 

And the irony is that just when we need genius to get the UK 
moving again, I keep hearing how hard it is to borrow from banks 
hell-bent on rebuilding capital after recent excesses. 

As Google’s Mr Schmidt told a Daily Telegraph interviewer: 
“You’ve got to have the crazy entrepreneur types, who you’ve got 
to celebrate, which we do in America. And you’ve got to have the 
venture capital, which really is ‘at risk’ capital and is different from 
other capital. 

“Jobs are created by the private sector, not by the public sector. 
Wealth is created by the private sector, not by the public sector. If 
you are going to have great companies you have to be willing to 
support and encourage the creation of real wealth-generating capi¬ 
talists. That means you have to put up with them.”

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■ DESPITE a pledge that the UK will 
cut carbon emissions by 34 per cent 
before 2020, a study by GE Capital shows 
that small and medium-sized enterprises 
(SMEs) in Kent and the South East are 
less focused on this since the recession. 

There has been a 33 per cent fall in 
interest and only 14 per cent of SMEs 
now back the effort with significant 
investment, most preferring to consoli¬ 
date their finances. However, not all 
sectors have shown such apathy to green 
investments. SMEs in manufacturing, IT, 
telecoms, media and construction have all 
continued to cut emissions. 

When it comes to changing their 
stance, South East SMEs believe the 
carrot is better than a stick: 34 per cent 
want better tax breaks and 30 per cent 
want direct eco funding to get them back 
on a green track.

■ JOINED-up thinking by Kings Hill 
developer Liberty Property Trust 
UK will minimise traffic disruption on 
the A228 near the office, housing and 
leisure development. 

The road was due to be closed for six 
weeks from July 26 for essential gas 
main replacement work by Southern Gas 
Networks (SGN). Regular users would 
then have faced further disruption due to 
future works to improve the junction 
between the same road and Gibson 
Drive. 

As developer of Kings Hill near West 
Mailing, Liberty had a planning obliga¬ 
tion to undertake those improvements, 
but after SGN’s proposals were raised, it 
spoke with Kent Highways Services 
about bringing forward this project to 
consolidate rather than add to the 
disruption. 

Liberty MD Andrew Blevins said: “We 
could only achieve this joined-up think¬ 
ing with the help of Kent Highways, 
Tonbridge and Mailing Borough Council 
and Russet Homes, all of which have pro¬ 
gressed the necessary approvals to 
ensure that these works take place in a 
coordinated way.” 

Gibson Drive at the junction of the 
roundabout will be closed from July 26 
until August 31, though alternative 
access will be maintained to nearby 
businesses and homes. 

■ REAL ale quality and service at 
The Old Wine Vaults in 
Faversham, has earned a coveted 
Cask Marque seal of approval. 

Assessors arrive unannounced and 
check a freshly-pulled pint’s temper¬ 
ature, appearance, aroma, taste and 
even the glass. 

But there can be no resting on lau¬ 
rels as there are regular unan¬ 
nounced visits to follow up this acco¬ 
lade. Nuala Brenchley-Sayers, who 
runs the pub with business partner 
David Thompson, also chose to offer 
real or cask-conditioned ales from 
the Hopdaemon Brewery in nearby 
Newnham. 

She said: “As the beer only travels 
a few miles it is not only fresh - 
remember cask ale is a fresh prod¬ 
uct with a limited shelf life - but this 
reduces the carbon footprint while 
supporting a local business.” 


Uplifting web opportunity 


A WIND of change started to blow 
across Kent this week - the UKs 
first interactive online business 
directory for the offshore wind 
industry, writes Steve Loader. 

The portal www.kentwindenergy.co.uk aims 
to help Kent firms to pitch for work as the off¬ 
shore wind industry expands in the Thames 
Estuary and southern North Sea. 

The directory has been developed through 
Backing Kent Business backed by Thames 
Gateway (Kent) Chamber of Commerce and 
Kent County Council, in collaboration with the 
new London Array wind farm. 

Phase one of London Array will consist of 
175 wind turbines generating enough power 
for 472,500 homes and displacing about 1.2 
million tonnes of C02 a year. 

It highlights how the offshore wind industry 


is one of the fastest growing business sectors 
in the UK, but now also needs a supply chain. 

The online facility’s backers identified a 
potential gap in would-be contractors’ under¬ 
standing of the needs of the sector. 

The site/directory works both ways by pro¬ 
viding the principal offshore wind contractors 
with somewhere to search for and source their 
supply chain requirements, while also acting 
as a registry for companies that can supply 
those requirements. There is also background 
information on the site about the development 
of offshore wind projects around the UK. 

Cllr Kevin Lynes, KCC’s cabinet member for 
regeneration and economic development, said 
the offshore wind industry could be worth £8 
billion a year by 2020, with up to 70,000 jobs 
covering manufacture, operations and mainte¬ 
nance, research and development. 

“The more we can do to promote and support 
Kent-based businesses to be a part of this new 


economy, the more we define Kent as a leader 
in renewable technology,” he said. 

“Kent businesses need to stake their claim 
on a share of this market via the portal. 

“KCC began the Backing Kent Business 
campaign in partnership with business and 
the public sector to provide help for the coun¬ 
ty’s business community during a difficult and 
prolonged recession. 

“This new directory is just the first of many 
products to emerge from this dynamic and 
innovative partnership.” 

Thames Gateway (Kent) Chamber of 
Commerce chief executive Tracey Manley 
said: “The website directory has been created 
so it is user-friendly and easy to register com¬ 
pany information on. Plus it has the bonus of 
information on how this new sector will roll 
out over the coming months giving Kent busi¬ 
ness the knowledge they need to plan and pre¬ 
pare for possible contracts.”

MONDAY - another 
busy weekend for our 
tours at Leeds Castle, 
so every one of our 11 
Segway personal 
transporters must be 
rigorously checked 
before it is handed to 
customers, who start 
to arrive just before 
tours begin at 
10.30am. Most pre¬ 
book via our website 
and many have already 
done the tour several 
times - riding a ‘Seg’ 
can be addictive. 

We’ve offered tours 
at the castle for two 
years and they have taken off 
because people can get to parts of 
the grounds and enjoy views they 
wouldn’t normally see. Peak season 
is April to September, but we run a 
reduced winter schedule, weather 
permitting. 

TUESDAY - took calls from fellow 
operators as we step up our lobby¬ 
ing for the Segway to be legalised 
for use in public places. It isn’t per¬ 
mitted because it lacks a brake han¬ 
dle or lever. But if you ride one, you 
soon realise it doesn’t need a brake 
because it ‘senses’ you stopping, as 
you would if you were on foot and 
about to bump into someone. 

However, we are making progress 
- helped by the fact Segway is now 
British-owned. I’d be surprised if it 
wasn’t legal by the end of the year. 

WEDNESDAY - a busy day and not 
over yet. My daughters are guides 
and brownies, so I’m doing my bit 
by taking Segways to their meeting. 


One of the local scout 
groups is also coming 
along. We take Segs to 
a scout event in Essex 
every year and they love 
it. Legoland’s annual 
Amazing Machines 
show in September is 
another regular in our 
busy calendar. 

THURSDAY-nice feed¬ 
back from members of 
a castle tour party. 

Several said: “Thanks 
for being the family pho¬ 
tographer”. Tour man¬ 
ager Alex Clark and I 
always offer to use cus¬ 
tomers’ cameras to take pictures of 
them on the Segway on the castle 
trails. As a family man, I know the 
‘snapper’ usually misses out on 
being in the photo album. 

A disabled woman, who would 
have had difficulty getting to parts of 
the castle grounds, told me how 
much she had enjoyed getting on a 
Seg and joining her friends on the 
tour. If we can get the Segway 
legalised, it would liberate so many 
people and, in my opinion, is safer 
than some mobility vehicles free to 
use pavements and shopping areas. 

FRIDAY - a chauffeur-driven Range 
Rover turned up to deliver two 
Segways for check-ups. It under¬ 
lines how many owners are well- 
heeled and often own several - a 
new one costs nearly £5,000. 

The demand for used ones is 
strong, too. I’ve got a waiting list of 
20 desperate to get one for less 
money, but people are reluctant to 
part with a Seg once they get one.

Inventor Trevor’s 
anger at ‘cuckoo’ 
treatment of our 
brightest and best 


Wind-up radio inventor Trevor Baylis OBE arrived in Kent to 
deliver an inspirational talk - Come Let’s Innovate - at an event 
staged by BIG (Business Innovation Group) - an increasingly 
influential partnership including the Kent Invicta and Thames 
Gateway chambers of commerce and the University of 
Greenwich.

HO Dares Wins - the famous 
motto of the SAS - could also 
belong to Trevor Baylis. Not 
least because the inventor is a 
mine of sayings and mottos himself, but 
also because he never shirks a challenge. 

Though rightly famous as the inventor of the Freeplay 
wind-up radio - a forerun¬ 
ner for much of the sus¬ 
tainable eco technology 
now being developed - he 
describes himself as a 
showman or “bom show- 
off”. 

Aged 73, he is still a reg¬ 
ular public speaker and 
has been a lab technician, 
swimming pool company 
salesman and proprietor, 

Army PT instructor, stunt¬ 
man and circus performer, 
as well as an inventor. 

Along the way, he also 
built his own house on Eel 
Pie Island in the River 
Thames at Twickenham, 
inspired by fond memories 
from his youth, when he 
attended legendary jazz 
concerts at the ramshackle 
hotel then standing on the 
island. The passion for invention never dims though 
and, after bitter experiences along the way, he also set 
up Trevor Baylis Brands to help other would-be inven¬ 
tors avoid the pitfalls of bringing a clever idea to the 
market - they can start by downloading a free inventor 
pack from his site. 

“It can be a lonely road and after all your effort and, 
sometimes, a lot of money, you can find that your bright 
idea just isn’t going to take off. 

“We’ve handled about 6,000 ideas [at Trevor Baylis 
Brands] and the majority had either been done before or 
were so similar to something already out there that they 
weren’t worth pursuing, but there are about seven or 
eight currently under development or coming to market. 


“It infuriates me though that this country is so bril¬ 
liant at inventions and so appalling at developing them 
- we treat our inventors as clowns and cuckoos. 

“I’m very anti-Dragons’ Den, for instance. It’s humili¬ 
ating for a lot of the people who go on it with their 
inventions. It’s their first time in the ‘sunshine’ and they 
can end up being made to look like buffoons.” 

He has fonder memories of the former BBC science 
showcase Tomorrow’s World (1965-2003) though: “If it 
hadn’t been for that show 
my wind-up radio would 
never have taken off. I’d 
been turned down by the 
Design Council and nobody 
seemed interested until I 
got my own moment in the 
sunshine on Tomorrow’s 
World and then all the 
same people were phoning 
me up and giving me all 
this bull about how won¬ 
derful my idea was.” 

The idea for the radio 
came about in 1989 while 
watching a TV programme 
about the spread of Aids 
in Africa and a suggestion 
that education via radio 
programmes would help, 
but for the lack of power 
sources in far-flung parts 
of the continent. 

Even as the programme 
was still running, Trevor had cobbled together a work¬ 
ing prototype from bits and pieces in his workshop. “I 
struggle to throw things away that may have some use 
in them,” he admitted. 

Nevertheless, it was not until the 1994 appearance on 
Tomorrow’s World that the project took off, underlining 
the struggle any inventor faces. 

The radio remains his most famous invention and con¬ 
sumer spin-offs followed - some now feature solar pan¬ 
els - though he is quick to point out that it has not 
made him fabulously rich because it was designed to be 
a charitable venture. 

He continues to come up with ideas and concepts and 
thought he had another winner with electric shoes to

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keep a mobile phone or radio charged. 

Ever the showman, he demonstrated this 
idea with a 100-mile walk across a desert in 
2001, but admitted ruefully: ‘Unfortunately, it 
was a time when airport security people 
started taking a particular interest in any¬ 
thing unusual concealed in your shoes.” 

His knack for tinkering with ideas 
stemmed from childhood: “I just loved 
Meccano. I don’t think I could write my name 
at four or five, but I could make things from 
Meccano and it’s still useful for an inventor.” 

He grew up in the London suburb of 
Southall, where he studied engineering at a 
local college. He was also a keen swimmer and 



narrowly missed selection for Great Britain at 
the 1956 Melbourne Olympics and he and 
future friend Rolf Harris - another star swim¬ 
mer in his youth - both commiserate over how 
they narrowly missed out on competing 
against one another at the Olympiad. 

His talent proved useful later though when 
he became a swimming pool salesman: “We 
were doing a show one day and sales were 
slow so I asked the boss if I could have a dip. 
It became a regular hit. It was just me being 
a show-off - I’ve never been camera shy.” 

He went on to form a swimming display 


TREVOR’S TOP TIPS 

• Keep a lid on it - “If you come up 
with a good idea, don’t go down the 
pub and tell everybody. 

“For a start someone could pinch 
it, but it can also then be said to be 
in the public domain so you can’t 
patent it. Get advice.” 

• Don’t be cowed by reputation or 
status - “I don’t mind anyone looking 
down on me, as long as they don’t 
mind me not looking up to them.” 

• Keep it simple - “Some of the sim¬ 
plest inventions are the best - such 
as the zip fastener - and many have 
come from women, such as the 
windscreen wiper and Kevlar body 
armour. 

“The glamorous film actress Hedy 
Lamarr, for instance, helped invent a 
guidance system for torpedoes. Not 
enough credit is given to female 
inventors.”

team and then work as a stuntman and 
circus performer, specialising in an under¬ 
water escape act. When a high wire per¬ 
former broke her back, he was inspired to 
create products for disabled people, but he 
lost title to these - his first lesson on 
patenting and protecting inventions. 

“I was brought up to trust people after a 
firm handshake and a smile and found 
out the hard way that I was being naive.” 

Asked what he thought was now the 
most fertile ground for budding inventors, 
he not surprisingly singles out alternative 
power and admits to being a fan of electric 
cars, though he runs a Range Rover and 
vintage E-Type Jag: “You could say they’re 
not green, but I don’t have to drive to 
work every day. 

“If I did, I would get an electric car, 
though the idea of going into an office 
appals me.”

CONSTRUCTION and demolition projects 
in Kent create an astonishing 70 per cent of 
the county’s landfill waste, writes KOS 
Media business editor Steve Loader. 

Yet nearly all this material could be reused, recycled, or 
have the energy recovered from it instead, while avoiding 
landfill disposal costs which have soared to a record £48 
a tonne and are set to climb higher. 

The figures are quoted by Pathway To Zero Waste 
(PTZW), a partnership between the South East England 
Development Agency, Environment Agency and WRAP 
(Waste and Resources Action Programme), which has 


invited building firms to a free workshop in Maidstone on 
Friday, July 16, to help them cut costs and win new busi¬ 
ness by slashing the amount of material they send to 
landfill. 

“Some of the largest construction companies in the UK 
are diverting more than 95 per cent of material from 
landfill on their projects, on a regular basis,” said Dr 
Chindarat Taylor, director of PTZW. 

“Through our workshop, we want to share their best 
practice approaches with small and medium-size build¬ 
ing firms in Kent, so that they can enjoy the substantial 
cost savings that a zero-tolerance approach to waste can 
bring. Delegates will learn how to forecast volumes of 
waste generated by construction 
projects, and the tools and tech¬ 
niques that they can employ to 
turn those tonnes to ‘nones’.” 

Showing potential clients how 
costs can be reduced and the 
environmental performance of 
their projects improved by 
diverting waste from landfill can 
help firms win more work. 

“Increasingly, clients expect 
suppliers to show how they are 
keeping costs down and reduc¬ 
ing the environmental impact of 
their activities,” said Dr Taylor. 

“Minimising waste scores on 
both counts. It avoids hefty 
disposal costs and keeps skip 
lorries off the road, reducing 
fuel consumption and carbon 
emissions. 

“It also reduces demand for 
increasingly scarce natural 
materials that are needed for 
new building products - every¬ 
body benefits.”

A YEAR on from an eye-open¬ 
ing debut in the Champions 
Trophy, Natalie Seymour 
heads into this year’s 
edition with renewed belief 
England can make an impact 
against the world’s best, 
writes David Pritchard. 

The prestigious annual six- 
team hockey tournament gets 
under way in Nottingham this 
weekend. 

It is the first time England has 
hosted the Champions Trophy, 
which also features Argentina, 
China, the Netherlands, 
Germany and New Zealand. 

Last year’s competition, 
which was held in Sydney, was 
Seymour’s first taste of senior 
international tournament. 

Selected as part of a youth¬ 
ful squad, the Canterbuiy 
ladies defender played in 
every game as England’s inex¬ 
perienced side finished last. 

Since then the national set¬ 
up has undergone a dramatic 
change, with Seymour part of 
a 28-strong Great Britain 
squad training full-time at the 
National Sports Centre at 
Bisham Abbey, Hertfordshire. 

The Champions Trophy 
marks the first real litmus test 
of the centralised training 


programme, which began 
last September. Seymour, 
who has now amassed 34 
international caps, is confi¬ 
dent the hard work will show 
over the next week. 

She said: “As a squad we 
have come so far since [Sydney] 
and on a personal level, I have 
gained a lot of experience. 

“Last year we probably had 
three or four weekends togeth¬ 
er, but since September we 
have been training three times 
a week. 

“I think being able to spend 
so long on the pitch every 
week has been the biggest 
help. My awareness and com¬ 
fort on the ball has improved. 
Going into the tournament you 
know you’ve put the time in 
and it gives you the confidence 
to be able to play.” 

The Trophy, which con¬ 
cludes next Sunday, is one of 
the few opportunities the 
players will have to play in 
front of a home crowd under 
tournament conditions before 
the Olympics. 

With the World Cup and 
Commonwealth Games to fol¬ 
low this year, it marks the start 
of a milestone in the count¬ 
down to London 2012. 


Teen tastes Wimbledon defeat 


A RISING tennis star got a taste of the big 
time by reaching a Wimbledon final last week¬ 
end, despite suffering from mumps. 

Lewis Burton, 18, reached the final of the 
boys’ doubles final with partner George 
Morgan. Taking on Liam Broady and Tom 
Farquharson, it was the first all-British final 
in any Wimbledon event since 1961. Played in 
front of a big crowd on Court One, they were 
edged out 7-6,6-4. 

Although the campaign ended in disap¬ 
pointment, the Bromley teenager was delight¬ 
ed to reach the showpiece, particularly while 
not fully fit. 

He said: “It was a really good experience, but 
I was in a lot of pain because my face had 
swelled up quite a lot. It didn’t affect me too 
badly, we had to play well to get to the finals, 
it was just hard to sleep at night. 

“Playing on Court One was special, we had 
Hawk-Eye and a big crowd watching us, 
which was very enjoyable.” 

Burton has been threatening to make an 
impact for some time, reaching the final of last 
year’s national under-18 championships. 

Since last autumn the teenager has been 
training at the National Tennis Centre at 
Roehampton, Surrey, but his formative years 


were spent at the Bromley Tennis Academy. 

Clint Harris, director at the academy, said: 
“Everyone has been talking about it. He’s an 
inspiration to the other kids and it certainly 
gives them a belief there’s a strong chance of 
following in his footsteps if they work hard.”

County athletes in Barcelona medal bid 


at Lausanne, Switzerland on Thursday 
and Gateshead on Saturday. 

For Douglas, the announcement 
would have come as a surprise as she 
has only just recovered from a serious 
knee injury which had threatened to 
completely rule her out of the 
European Championships. 

The 24-year-old Blackheath & 
Bromley 100m sprinter was part of 
the Great Britain 4x100m relay squad 
for the 2008 Beijing Olympics and last 
year’s World Championships. 

She spent the back end of last season 
and the majority of this year sidelined 
by injury and only returned to compet¬ 
itive action at the UK Championships 
where she failed to qualify for the final. 

However, she posted a time of 11.40 
seconds in Switzerland last week, but 
it is still some way off her career-best 
and British record of 11.05 seconds set 
two years ago.

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Player who became the youngest ever to 
qualify for the championship, returns after 
an 11-year spell in the golfing wilderness

MORE than a decade after 
bursting on to the scene as a 
teenager, Zane Scotland makes 
a long overdue second Open 
Championship appearance next 
week after a torrid few years. 

A glittering career appeared to beck¬ 
on when Scotland became the youngest 
player to qualify for the Open in 1999, 
just before his 17th birthday No-one 
would have predicted it would take him 
until 2010 to return to the sport’s 
grandest stage. 

The 11 years in between 
have been a rollercoaster. A 
car crash left him with a 
neck injury which threat¬ 
ened to halt his professional 
career before it had barely 
started. 

A long rehabilitation was 
followed by glimpses of his 
best form in 2007, but a seri¬ 
ous wrist injury saw him 
lose his European Tour card. 

Scotland, who is attached 
to Prince’s Golf Club in 
Sandwich, has fully recov¬ 
ered, but is a long way 
from regaining his place 
at Europe’s top table. He 
heads to St Andrews 163rd 
in the rankings on the lower 
Challenge Tour. 

After suffering such disappointment 
you might expect the 27-year-old to bare 
deep emotional scars, but he remains 
admirably philosophical. 

“A lot of friends have done well, which 
is great, but in my mind there’s part of 
me thinking it should be me doing that,” 
he said. 

“For myself I think the way I have 
dealt with it is you can only play with 
the cards you’ve been dealt. It’s taught

me to realise that nothing’s a given. I 
have nothing to complain about. It’s 
great I’m back fit playing golf every day, 
I’m so fortunate and I have to make the 
most of it.” 

A place in the 150th Open at St 
Andrews, the home of golf, offers the 
chance to begin a new chapter. The 
venue holds a special resonance, with 
his boyhood idol Seve Ballesteros win¬ 
ning his second Open at the Fife links 
in 1984. 

Scotland, who will practice at Prince’s 
this weekend in preparation, has spent 
much of his time since qualifying 
watching clips of the Spaniard’s victory 
on YouTube. 

After missing the cut at 
Carnoustie, he is deter¬ 
mined to make an impact 
second time around. 

He said: “The first time I 
went to enjoy the experi¬ 
ence. This time I want to 
enjoy it because I’ve played 
well. Like anyone I’m put¬ 
ting a bit of pressure on 
myself to perform well. I’m 
competitive and want to 
put in a good showing. 
With what’s happened to 
me I have to take these 
opportunities.” 

It is also second time 
around for Herne Bay’s 
Steven Tiley, who came 
through a play-off in local 
final qualifying to secure 
his place. 

The 27-year-old, who represents Royal 
Cinque Ports in Deal, narrowly missed 
the cut in 2004 and is hoping to put the 
lessons learned at Royal Troon into 
practice next week. 

He said: “I played okay but I was pret¬ 
ty bad at the off-course stuff. Everyone 
wants so much of your time and I tried 
to please them rather than work on my 
game. This year I’m going to be a bit 
more selfish.”

KAREN Stupples will be hop¬ 
ing to tame the epic Oakmont 
Country Club in the final round 
of the US Women’s Open, 
which takes place today.

major of the season in April. 

After winning the British Open 
in 2004, the 37-year-old is bid¬ 
ding to become only the second 
British woman to win multiple 
majors, following in the foot¬ 
steps of Laura Davies.

Amateurs 
aim to join 
big names 
on trophy 

SOME of the brightest talents in 
amateur golf will descend on 
Royal Cinque Ports this week to 
contest the Tillman Trophy. 

The competition is one of the 
highlights on English golf’s ama¬ 
teur calendar, with former Open 
champion Ernie Els and rising 
star Ross Fisher among its previ¬ 
ous winners. 

Royal Cinque Ports has a long 
relationship with the event after 
hosting the inaugural trophy in 
1980. It will be the fifth time the 
Deal club has been used for the 
competition, which is open to all 
male amateur golfers. 

The Tillman is the first in a 
series of high quality events due 
to be staged at Cinque Ports over 
the next few years. The club, a for¬ 
mer Open host, has invested 
heavily since 2003 to improve the 
standards on the course. 

Ken Hannah, club secretary, 
said: “We can’t say we wouldn’t 
have got them without the work, 
but it would have made it a lot 
more unlikely because there are a 
number of good courses in Britain 
which could have hosted these 
events. It’s not exactly competi¬ 
tive, but when you do get award¬ 
ed an event it’s definitely a feath¬ 
er in your cap.” 

The competition begins on 
Monday, with the field playing 36 
holes over the first two days. The 
top 44 and ties will then play a fur¬ 
ther two rounds on Wednesday to 
determine the winner. 


Club cyclist storms 
to road race victory 


SHAUN Duffield of Activ Cycling 
outsprinted a small group of rid¬ 
ers to win the latest round in the 
South East Road Race League 
last Sunday near Tenterden. 

Just as the first week of racing 
in the Tour de France was badly 
affected by crashes, the GS 
Invicta-organised event also wit¬ 
nessed a possibly race-defining 
moment early on. 

On the first lap of the 12.4-mile 
circuit around Woodchurch, 
Tenterden and Appledore, a crash 


saw the field splinter into three 
different groups. 

The leaders, not knowing how 
far behind their rivals were, 
worked together to build a lead, 
while the chasing groups, in the 
absence of any time checks, grew 
demoralised. 

After 60 miles a 13-man group 
was left to contest the sprint, 
which Duffield won by half a bike 
length from Luke Ryan of Team 
Toachim House and Nathan 
Russel in third. 
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SEVEN hundred and forty-seven. 
That’s how many days left until 
the start of the London 2012 
Olympics, or a little over two years 
to you and me. 

On July 27, 2012, the world’s greatest 
sporting event comes to our shores, and quite 
literally for us Kentish folk, right on our 
doorstep. A little over an hour’s drive from 
central Kent, or better still just 30 minutes 
on the high-speed rail link that goes from 
Ashford and through Ebbsfleet, takes you to 
Olympic Park in Stratford and the heart of 
the 2012 Games. 

Ever since London won the bid to host the 
Games, exactly five years ago last Tuesday, 
I’ve watched progress at Stratford from afar, 
so an invitation to take a tour of the site with 
our own golden girl, Dame Kelly Holmes, 
this week was an opportunity too good to 
pass up. 

Admittedly, with the Games appearing so 
far away I hadn’t really allowed myself to 
think too much about what effect it will have 
on us as a county, or even the prospect of 
attending a sports event unrivalled for its 
history and tradition, but the experience of 
being inside Olympic Park, albeit incom¬ 
plete, left me believing that it already has a 
sense of occasion. 

After an hour’s drive from Tonbridge in a 
bus with several athletes from On Camp 
with Kelly (an initiative that Dame Kelly set 
up to mentor the next generation of middle 
distance runners) the Olympic Stadium 
loomed into view. 

The 80,000 capacity stadium, which will 
consist of25,000 permanent and 55,000 tem¬ 
porary seats, is the centre-piece of the park, 
where the track and field events will take 
place during the Games. 

International Olympic Committee president 
Jacques Rogge helped fit the 2,012th seat in a 
visit to the site last week and praised organis¬ 
ers, having witnessed how far the venue has 
advanced since his last visit in 2008. 

Changes 

With seats going in at a rate of 700 a day 
and the 14 light towers all now firmly in 
place, the stadium looks set to be ready a year 
before the opening ceremony takes place in 
east London. 

Having visited the park on several occasions 
in the last five years, Dame Kelly has also 
seen it progress from a 2.5 square-metre flat 
piece of land to a park capable of hosting the 
205 nations competing at the London Games. 

“It’s amazing to see the changes over 
such a short period of time,” she said. “We’re 
so far ahead in terms of construction, it’s just 
great to see where we have come from to 
where it is now.” 

While the stadium is no doubt the flagship 
of the park, the innovative design of some of 
the other venues will ensure the spirit of the 
Games is felt across the whole park, rather 
than at one central stadium as it so often 
does in other sporting events. The 6,000- 
seater velodrome and the 17,500 capacity 
aquatics centre, which are both well on their 
way to completion, are hugely impressive, 
while the athletes’ village based in Olympic 
Park means world-class performers are 
never more than a few minutes away.

“You don’t often get a park where all the 
venues are clustered together and the ath¬ 
letes’ village being so close, too,” Dame Kelly 
said. “That, I think, will make everybody feel 
really part of the Games. 

“The venues are stunning, you look at them 
and think Svow’. I went to Beijing and the sta¬ 
dium there was awesome, but the way 
[Olympic Park] is shaping up it’s going to be 
as good as any of the Olympics I competed at.” 

The basketball venue is an extraordinary 
design and will be lit up on July 27 this year 
to mark the two-year countdown to the 
Games, while the temporary handball arena 
and International Broadcast Centre for up to 
20,000 journalists covering the Olympics are 
near completion. 

However, one interesting point that will 



no doubt cause some consternation once the 
Paralympics end in September, 2012, is the 
legacy it leaves behind. While 2012 will 
unquestionably provide a much-needed boost 
to the country’s flagging economy, the devel¬ 
opment of an area of London that was in des¬ 
perate need of improvement with facilities 
that can improve the lives of low income fam¬ 
ilies is a legacy that shouldn’t be overlooked. 

Quite how that will happen is yet to be 


revealed, but inevitably politics will play 
a huge role. The park is made up of five 
host boroughs; Newham, Hackney, Tower 
Hamlets, Greenwich and Waltham Forest, 
which means decisions about the future use 
of some of the facilities aren’t down to just 
one authority. That’s something that needs to 
be addressed before the Games begin and 
Dame Kelly is confident the venues will be 
used and insists the legacy the Olympics will 
leave is just as important as the 60 days of 
games hosted in London. 

“It is key that something good happens 
when the Games are over, rather than in the 
past when we’ve seen venues left unused,” 
she said. “The good thing is the athletes’ vil¬ 
lage will be used for housing and the tempo¬ 
rary venues can be used elsewhere around 
the country, so they won’t go to waste. 

Waste 

“Each of the boroughs have to communicate 
with the Olympic Legacy group to ensure 
everything is used productively and I’ve got 
no doubts it will all be used in some way.” 

It would certainly be a tragic waste if the 
park was left to become a white elephant as 
other venues around the world have in the 
past and the ‘Olympic spirit’ lost that is so 
clearly well on its way to being created. 

As a county we stand to benefit from the 
Games being so close and with several of our 
own venues hosting nations in pre-Olympic 
training camps, it’s an opportunity that must 
not pass us by, says Dame Kelly. 

“I think Kent will host so many events that 
people in the county will really feel part of the 
Games,” she said. “I’d encourage people to 
make the most of the opportunity, but even if 
you can’t get to Olympic Park, there’s likely to 
be so much going on in the county that you 
know you are part of something special.” 


Kelly: Hammers’ plans must include a track 


DOUBLE Olympic gold medallist Dame 
Kelly Holmes believes the Olympic 
Stadium should be used as a multi-sport 
venue after the 2012 Games, and not just 
a football ground. 

Premier League side West Ham have 
their eyes on taking over the stadium once 
the Olympics are over in a move that 
would mirror Manchester City’s acquisi¬ 
tion of the City of Manchester Stadium 
after the 2002 Commonwealth Games. 

While the proposal has been backed in 
some parts as a way of ensuring there is 
a legacy from the Games so the stadium 
isn’t left unused, current and former 


Olympic athletes have been against the 
move because of the Hammers’ wish to 
remove the track. 

Now Dame Kelly, from Hildenborough, 
near Tonbridge, has had her say and the 
40-year-old, who won two gold medals at 
the 2004 Olympics in Athens, gave her 
backing to West Ham taking over the sta¬ 
dium, but only if the track stays in use. 

She said: “I would like to see the track 
remain, even if the stadium is used for 
football. 

“There are enough big stadiums around 
Europe that have tracks running round 
them so I can’t see the argument for 


why it has to be just for a football club. 

“Why can’t we make it a bit more like a 
sporting venue, for me it could be a track, 
football pitch and a host for other sports 
in there.” 

She added: “I would like to see it 
become a multi-sport venue, that would 
be ideal. There’s a platform there to do 
concerts as well and it could be similar 
to something like the 02. 

“I’d hate for it to be used just for football 
and only football fans go there - the 
Olympics and football are so far apart. You 
would only get West Ham fans going to the 
stadium so actually if you were to make it

ITS been billed simply as Jenson 
Button versus Lewis Hamilton. 

Today’s British Grand Prix is poised to be 
a wheel-to-wheel classic as the McLaren 
team-mates line-up on the grid at the 
revamped Silverstone Circuit, with both 
hoping to clinch victory and increase their 
chances of securing another world title. 

The pair, both graduates of Chatham’s 
Buckmore Park kart circuit, are first and 
second in the drivers’ standings with just 
six points the difference. 

Bumper 

Watching the battle unfold at close quar¬ 
ters will be Bromley’s Gary Paffett who 
fully expects both drivers to race each 
other hard for the win in front of an expect¬ 
ed bumper crowd. 

The 29-year-old McLaren reserve driver 
has travelled with the Woking-based team 
to all the Formula One races so far this sea¬ 
son, and has become an integral part of the 
team set-up during the last five years. 

Paffett told Kent on Sunday: “As a driver 
your team-mate is who you are racing 
against first and there will come a time

when you will be racing each other. 

“Both of them will be desperate to win on 
home soil and I’m sure we will see them 
battling against each other, just like they 
did in Turkey. 

“Having Jenson join the team has worked 
really well. Lewis and Jenson have pushed 
the team forward and that is why we are 
fighting hard for both championships.” 

Although he is enjoying his fifth year 
with the team, Paffett admits he wishes it 
was him on the grid for today’s Grand Prix 
having watched Hamilton and Button’s 
success from the sidelines. 

He said: “I have a fantastic job at 
McLaren watching them develop the car, 
but I have to say I would love to be racing 


this weekend and I still hope to be racing 
in Formula One in the future.” 

Ex-Formula One world champion John 
Surtees is also eagerly awaiting the out¬ 
come of today’s race. 

The 76-year-old, who lives in Edenbridge, 
never won the British Grand Prix during 
his 12-year career, but is fully aware how 
special it is to win on home soil. 

His best ever finish was second in the 
1963 and 1964 races held at Aintree and 
Silverstone respectively. 

Surtees, who lifted the world champi¬ 
onship in 1964 driving for Ferrari, has been 
avidly watching this year’s championship 
unfold and believes the fans are in for 
something special. 


Fellow ex-world champion Damon Hill 
stoked the build up to the race by claiming 
the rivalry between Button and Hamilton 
will boil over, but Surtees disagrees. 

He told KoS: “I don’t think it will boil 
over. I don’t think the tempers of Formula 
One drivers of the past exist in the sport 
today. I haven’t been surprised by the way 
they have coped at McLaren. 

“The pair are quite different as drivers, 
they have a different style and approach. 
Lewis is the more openly aggressive and 
Jenson has a smooth style of driving. The 
maturity Jenson has gained from that 
championship year last season makes him 
a bigger threat.” 

The action gets under way at 1pm.

Roon eyes 
Gills first 
team berth 

A LACK of confidence has never been an issue 
for Luke Rooney and following a successful 
debut campaign, the teenager is determined to 
avoid ‘second season syndrome’. 

The midfielder impressed in making 16 
appearances during his first season as a pro¬ 
fessional, providing one of the moments of the 
season with his wonderful lob against 
Southampton last October. 

Rooney is keen to impress in pre-season to 
stake a place in Andy Hessenthaler’s first- 
team when the League Two season kicks-off 
next month. The 19-year-old is aware of the 
pitfalls that can affect players who make 
promising starts to their careers, and is look¬ 
ing to build on last season’s efforts. 

Strive 

He said: “You do see at some clubs where 
youngsters come through and then fall by the 
wayside. I’m just trying to keep my feet on the 
ground and strive on because I don’t want to 
be just sitting on the bench or playing 
reserves. I want to start and I feel I can be a 
big part of the team.” 

Rooney missed most of the Gills’ run-in after 
requesting to go out on loan to Eastbourne 
Borough, only returning as a substitute in the 
final game of the season at Wycombe. While 
admitting relegation was a “horrible feeling”, 
he is bullish about the club’s chances in 
League Two. 

He said: “With the players who were 
involved last season, I think the only time we’ll 
really get over it is when we go up automati¬ 
cally or win the play-offs. That’s the target. 

“We’ve been made favourites, but so we should 
be because we’ve got the players to go straight 
back up and that’s all we can worry about.” 


Cronin and Holmes set to leave Fleet 


EBBSFLEET United are likely to lose three of their 
most important players ahead of next season as man¬ 
ager Liam Daish seeks to build a competitive squad 
within his reduced budget. 

Goalkeeper Lance Cronin, who is on trial at 
Gillingham, and midfielder Peter Holmes were both 
pivotal members of the Fleet side last term, but 
Daish admitted the club cannot afford to keep either 
as they prepare for life in Blue Square Bet South. 

He said: “Those players are out of our bracket this 
year, although we would still like to keep both. 

“With Lance, I’m not saying it’s dead, but he’s 
looking to stay in that league or go above and I’m 
respectful of that.” 


Also heading for the Stonebridge Road exit door is 
Brazilian striker Magno Vieira, who has travelled to 
New Zealand for a trial with A-League side 
Wellington Phoenix. 

Vieira and Moses Ashikodi formed a for¬ 
midable strike partnership in the second- 
half of last season, but Daish must find 
replacements for both from a group of 
triallists, with the league season less 
than five weeks away. 

The manager did, however, com¬ 
plete the signings of Dean Pooley, 

Derek Duncan, Aidan Sherlock and 
Chris Henry this week.

Kent School Games a lesson in success 


THE second Kent School Games 
reached its climax last weekend with 
organisers enthusiastic about the 
impact it is having on sport at all lev¬ 
els in the county’s schools. 

More than 6,000 young people 
competed across 38 sports during 
the three weeks of finals, which 
came to an end last Sunday. 

It was the finale to months of 
heats and trials at local levels 
across the county, involving 30,000 
competitors - believed to be the 


largest event of its kind in Europe. 

While the finals days celebrate the 
elite end of the competition, the 
organisers are delighted with the 
effect it is having at a lower level 
within the schools themselves. 

Chris Hespe, head of the sport, 
leisure and Olympics team at Kent 
County Council, said: “We know fol¬ 
lowing the 2008 Kent School Games, 
intra-school competition increased 
dramatically, by about eight per cent. 
That’s the benefit. What we want is 


for the Games to be the pinnacle of a 
structure of school sports where 
everybody has a chance to take part 
in a range of sporting activities.” 

Planning has already begun on the 
third Kent School Games, which will 
finish just before the London 
Olympics. The success has caught the 
attention on a national scale and it is 
hoped by 2012 events based on the 
Kent model will be rolled out across 
every county in England, with plans 
eventually for a Schools Olympics.

STRUGGLING Kent will be 
without influential skipper Rob 
Key and fast bowler Amjad 
Khan for up to four weeks after 
the pair were forced out of last 
week’s crushing innings defeat 
at Hampshire. 

The county’s injury-plagued season went 
from bad to worse with the news Key will 
be out for up to a month after breaking a 
finger trying to fend off a Dominic Cork 
delivery at the Rose Bowl, while Khan 
limped off on the morning of the second day 
with a hamstring strain. 

The loss of two senior players, coupled 
with the innings and 111-run defeat inside 
three days which leaves Kent second bottom 
in Division One of the LV= County 
Championship, capped off a miserable week 
for the club whose hopes of qualification to 
the knockout stage of this year’s t20 are 
hanging by a thread. 

Treatment 

Having seen Robbie Joseph make a return 
for his first championship game in more 
than a year and winter signing Dewald Nel 
back bowling after a back injury, the treat¬ 
ment table at St Lawrence was finally 
empty before the trip to Southampton. 

That’s no longer the case now as the county 
prepare to see out the remainder of t20 and a 
crucial period in the championship without 
their captain and main strike bowler. 

South African Martin van Jaarsveld will 
lead the side in Key’s absence, while his 
place in the batting fine-up is likely to go to 
one of the club’s younger players as options 
are severely limited. Farbrace, typically 
pragmatic about the latest hand he has 
been dealt as head coach, admits losing Key 
and Khan was symptomatic of the county’s 
fortunes this summer. 

“It’s tough to lose your cutting edge bowler 
and your main batsman in the space of two 
days and it’s something we could do with¬ 
out, but it just about sums our luck up at the 


moment,” he said. “It’s pretty hard to take as 
we’ve got a small staff and it’s getting small¬ 
er by the day.

If losing the skipper was a bitter pill to 
swallow, then Khan’s second hamstring 
strain of the summer, this time in the other 
leg, will have the club’s management pulling 
their hair out. 

Both Khan and Joseph have been part¬
